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PREFACE. 

The  present  volume  contains  the  Proceedings  and  Acts  of  the  As- 
sembly for  the  years  1711-1714. 

During  these  years  not  much  of  moment  occurred.  The  Province 
remained  without  a  Governor,  Edward  Lloyd,  President  of  the  Council, 
acting  in  that  capacity  until  the  arrival  of  Governor  John  Hart,  with 
the  Queen's  commission,  in  1714.  During  this  interregnum  many 
matters  of  importance  were  postponed  until  the  Governor's  arrival. 
President  Lloyd  was  cautious  in  the  exercise  of  his  powers,  and  there 
was  less  than  the  usual  amount  of  bickering  between  the  two  Houses. 

One  disagreement,  however,  arose  from  the  clamorous  demands  of 
Sir  Thomas  Lawrence.  That  gentleman  had  been  appointed  Royal 
Secretary  of  the  Province,  and  by  a  temporary  Act  renewed  from  time 
to  time  the  fines  on  ordinary  licenses  had  been  assigned  to  him  as 
his  salary.  In  1704  he  returned  to  England,  where  he  did  nothing  for 
the  Province,  but  continued  to  demand  his  salary.  The  Assembly 
demurred,  on  the  ground  that  the  salary  had  never  been  attached  to 
the  office,  and  that  as  he  rendered  no  service,  he  was  entitled  to  no 
compensation.  He  succeeded  in  enlisting  the  Queen  (that  is,  the  Privy 
Council)  in  his  behalf;  and  the  Lower  House,  in  1709,  forwarded  a 
memorial  to  Her  Majesty  setting  forth  the  facts  of  the  case.  Of  this 
they  received  no  acknowledgment.  Lawrence  kept  up  his  importuni- 
ties, and  the  Queen  wrote  to  the  acting  Governor  urging  his  claims. 
The  Lower  House  stood  firm,  alleging  it  as  their  belief  that  the  Queen 
had  never  received  their  memorial.  Both  Houses,  however,  agreed 
that  it  was  desirable  that  the  Province  should  have  an  agent  in  Eng- 
land; but  they  would  have  one  of  their  own  choosing,  and  for  that 
service  they  fixed  upon  Col.  Nathaniel  Blakiston. 

The  Queen  had  ordered  a  revision  of  all  the  laws  of  the  Province, 
and  the  compilation  of  a  complete  code.     The  October  Session  of  1714 
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was  especially  called  for  this  purpose,  but  the  news  of  the  Queen's 
death  on  August  i  caused  the  postponement  of  that  work  to  the  next 
year. 

In  171 2,  after  several  false  starts,  the  court-house  for  Baltimore 
County  was  fixed  at  Joppa. 

Hitherto  for  the  Acts  of  Assembly  we  have  had  the  MS.  records. 
But  Liber  LL  4,  which  contained  the  Acts  of  these  sessions,  cannot  be 
found.  We  have  been  compelled,  therefore,  to  take  the  Acts  from  the 
compilation  published  in  1765  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Bacon,  who  had 
the  missing  Liber.  He  prints  only  the  public  laws,  giving  private 
bills  only  by  titles,  which  it  has  seemed  superfluous  to  reprint,  as 
inquirers  can  consult  Bacon.  A  few  Acts  not  printed  by  Bacon  have 
been  taken  from  Baskett's  Acts  of  the  Maryland  Assembly  (1723). 
For  the  Acts  of  171 5,  amounting  to  a  complete  code,  we  have  fortu- 
nately a  manuscript  record  among  the  Calvert  Papers.

On  Wednesday  last  we  addressed  your  Honours  setting 
forth  an  Aggrievance  the  Province  laboured  under  wherein 
we  very  modestly  and  candidly  laid  the  same  before  your 
Honours  to  be  redressed  not  intending  thereby  to  accriminate 
any  Person  or  did  or  do  we  harbour  any  dishonourable  Thoughts 
of  the  Gentl.  that  are  Judges  of  the  Provincial  Court  only  desir- 
ing thereby  your  Honours  to  prevent  our  Laws  to  be  dispensed 
with  and  held  for  null  and  void  while  in  Force  and  the  Mis- 
chiefs that  may  happen  by  Persons  being  judicial  and  Minis- 
terial Officers  in  any  Court.  But  instead  of  having  that  Ag- 
grievance prevented  or  receiving  any  satisfactory  Answer 
thereto,  we  find,  after  long  Delay  only  a  Message  evading  the 
Substance  of  the  Aggrievance  under  Pretext  to  justify  and 
continue  it,  the  President  your  Honours  Assigne  of  Sir 
Thomas  Lawrence  being  restored  is  very  foreign  and  the 
Constitution  of  the  Courts  of  Judicature  are  quite  altered  to 
what  they  were  then,  for  the  Governor  as  well  as  the  Council 
p.  312  immediately  after  the  Revolution  were  Judges  of  the  Provin- 
cial Court.

At  a  Session  of  Assembly  begun  and  held  at  the  City  of 
Annapolis  in  the  County  of  Ann  Arundel,  the  3rd  day  of 
November  in  the  10th  Year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign 
Lady  Anne,  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland, 
Defender  of  the  Faith,  etc.,  Annoq.  Domini  1 7 1 1 ,  were  enacted 
the  following  Laws.

An  Act  to  impower  Commissioners  to  appoint  and  cause  to  be  Bacon 
laid  out  Three  Thousand  Acres  of  Land,  on  Broad-Creek, 
in  Somerset  County,  for  the  Use  of  the  Nanticoke  Indians, 
so  long  as  they  shall  occupy  the  same 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  present  General  Assem- 
bly, That  the  Land  formerly  laid  out  for  the  Use  of  the  Nanti- 
coke Indians,  is  now  much  worn  out,  and  not  sufficient  for 
them;  And  that  it  is  thought  adviseable  that  some  further 
Provision  be  made  for  them; 

II.  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  her  Majesty's  Presi- 
dent, Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the  Author- 
ity of  the  same,  That  Lieut.  Col.  George  Gale,  Mr  Samuel 
Worthington,  Capt.  Charles  Ballard,  and  Mr  Benjamin  Wales, 
be,  and  are  hereby  appointed  Commissioners,  to  cause  Three 
Thousand  Acres  of  Land  to  be  laid  out  where  the  said  Indians 
are  now  settled,  in  Somerset  County,  on  Broad-Creek,  in 
Nanticoke  River,  and  the  same  to  appoint  to  the  Use  of  the 
said  Indians,  for  so  long  as  they  shall  occupy  the  same.  And 
further,  to  cause  such  Land  to  be  valued  in  such  Manner  as  is 
herein  after  expressed;  That  is  to  say,  The  said  Commis- 
sioners, or  any  Three  of  them,  shall,  some  Time  before  the 
Twenty-fifth  Day  of  March  next,  meet  together,  and  make  out 
their  Warrant  to  the  Sheriff  of  Somerset  County,  which  said 
Sheriff  is  hereby  required  upon  Receipt  of  such  Warrant,  to 
impannel  and  return  a  Jury  of  the  most  Substantial  Free- 
holders of  the  said  County,  to  be  and  appear  before  the  said 
Commissioners,  upon  the  said  Land,  at  the  Time  in  such 
Warrant  appointed;  which  Jury,  upon  their  Oaths,  to  be  to 
them  administered  by  the  said  Commissioners,  or  any  Three 
of  them,  shall  inquire,  assess,  and  return  what  Damages  and 
Recompence  they  shall  think  fit  to  be  awarded  to  the  Owners 
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Bacon  of  such  Land,  and  all  Persons  interested  therein,  according  to 
their  several  and  respective  Interests:  And  what  Sum  of  To- 
bacco the  said  Jury  shall  adjudge  the  said  Land  to  be  worth, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Owners,  and  all  Persons  interested  therein, 
by  the  Public  of  this  Province. 

III.  And  to  the  End  that  the  Bounds  of  the  said  Land  may 
be  ascertained,  and  the  Commissioners  aforesaid,  and  Jury, 
the  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  true  Value  thereof,  the  said 
Commissioners  are  hereby  impowered  to  employ  the  Surveyor 
of  the  County  aforesaid,  or  some  other  skilful  Person,  in  their 
Presence,  to  survey,  lay  out,  and  bound  the  same;  which  said 
Lines,  so  as  aforesaid  laid  out,  shall  be  marked  on  Trees,  or 
other  Land-Marks  to  perpetuate  the  Bounds  thereof:  The  said 
Commissioners  to  return  fair  Certificates  of  their  Proceedings 
to  the  Clerks  of  the  Provincial  Court,  and  Somerset  County 
Court,  for  the  Time  being,  to  be  by  them  Recorded  in  the  said 
respective  Courts. 

IV.  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That 
when  such  Land  is  laid  out  and  paid  for  by  the  Public  as  afore- 
said, the  Property  thereof  shall,  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  be  vested 
in  the  Honourable  Colonel  Thomas  Ennalls,  and  Lieut.  Col. 
George  Gale,  and  their  Heirs,  to  and  for  the  Use  of  the  said 
Indians,  so  long  as  they  shall  occupy  the  same;  and  afterwards 
shall  be  disposed  of  as  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Province 
shall  direct. 

V.  And  that  such  Laying  out,  and  Payment  as  aforesaid, 
and  this  Act,  shall  for  ever  bar  the  Heir  or  Heirs  at  Law,  or 
his  or  their  Assigns,  or  any  other  Persons  whatsoever,  of  the 
Reversion  or  Remainder,  Right,  Claim,  or  Demand  whatso- 
ever, of,  in,  or  to  the  said  Land,  or  any  Part  or  Parcel  thereof; 
any  Law,  Statute,  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing.

The  Honble  Sam1  Young  Charles  Greenberry  John  Hall  and 
Wra  Whittington  Esqrs  were  directed  to  go  and  pursuant  to  a 
Dedimus  Potestatem  for  that  purpose  to  administer  the  Oaths 
appointed  by  Law  to  the  respective  Delegates  Who  went  in  & 
some  small  time  after  returned  and  said  They  had  administred 
the  oaths  required  by  Law  to  the  Delegates  and  Burghesses 
Whom  they  saw  Subscribe  the  Test 

The  Honble  Presid'  acquainted  the  members  of  her  Maj- 
esty's Council  with  what  he  intended  to  say  to  the  House  of

Mr  Young  and  Cap*  Dorsey  sent  to  the  House  to  acquaint 
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u.  h.  j.  the  Delegates  the  honble  Presid'  is  ready  to  receive  them  in 
the  Council  Chamber. 

Who  returned  &  said  they  had  delivered  their  Message 
The  several  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  came  up 
to  the  Council  Chamber  and  were  directed  to  repair  to  their 
House  and  make  Choice  of  a  Speaker

p.  786      For  it  is  instanced  by  Dalton's  Sherriffs  Office  fol  526 

The  under  Sherriff  took  Goods  upon  a  fieri  fac.  And  did 
not  Sell  them  to  half  the  Worth  of  them  and  upon  motion  It 
appeared  to  the  Court  that  he  had  perswaded  the  Jury  to 
undervalue  the  Goods  and  according  to  his  perswasions  the 
Jury  appraised  them  and  then  the  Sherriff  sold  them  for  the 
same  mony  to  which  they  were  appraised.  The  Court  held 
that  this  was  a  grand  oppression  and  thereupon  ordered  an 
Indictment  against  the  under  Sherriff.

We  take  it  Strange  that  your  Honours  should  believe  the 
Act  restraining  the  ill  practices  of  Sherriffs  in  executing  Writts 
fieri  facias  were  only  designed  to  remedy  the  same  in  Calvert 
County  and  no  other  place  in  this  Province. 

We  can  give  you  many  Instances  of  like  nature  in  other 
Countys  and  must  say  the  Sherriff  of  Calvert  County  is  not  so 
great  a  Stranger  to  Mr.  Dalton's  Office  of  Sherriff  to  act  con- 
trary thereto  And  that  the  Goods  We  Instanced  to  be  Sold 
were  Valued  by  a  Jury  at  a  greater  Value  than  Sold  for 
p.  789  neither  would  the  Sherriff  Sell  them  until  commanded  by  a 
venditioni  exponas  and  was  forced  by  the  Creditors  to  sell 
them  at  less  than  Half  what  the  Jury  valued  them  at. 

Besides  that  Bill  would  remedy  many  other  Evills.  As  if 
Cattle  are  taken  in  Execution  by  A.  B.  Sheriff  by  Virtue  of  a 
fieri  fac  The  Sherriff  returns  they  remain  in  his  Hands  for 
Want  of  Buyers  and  then  dyes.  A  venditioni  exponas  issues 
commanding  his  Successour  to  sell  them  The  last  Sherriff 
cannot  execute  that  Writt  for  the  Goods  were  never  in  his 
Custody  And  before  a  new  fieri  facias  can  be  taken  out  The 
Cattle  are  all  lost  or  dead  for  after  they  are  executed  they  are 
out  of  the  Defendants  Custody  And  the  Execr  or  Admr  of  the 
first  Sherriff  cannot  detain  them  nor  are  they  answerable  so 
this  is  a  loss  to  the  Creditor  as  well  as  the  Debtor 

Again  to  what  purpose  Is  it  for  the  Sherriffe  to  keep  the 
Goods  in  his  Hands  for  many  years,  when  no  Buyers  offer 
This  must  needs  be  a  great  loss  to  the  Creditor  and  Debtor 
especially  in  Goods  perishable  or  chargeable ;  Or  if  negros, 
the  profitts  of  their  Labour  must  be  the  Sherriffs 

And  altho  the  Wisdom  of  the  Kingdom  of  England  never 
thought  meet  to  make  such  an  Act  having  no  reason  there 
being  many  marketts  and  many  Buyers  Yet  we  know  several 
Acts  of  the  like  nature  to  this  in  the  English  Plantations. 
And  why  this  Province  should  be  denyed  the  Liberty  that 
others  are  allowed  We  know  not  unless  it  be  to  satisfy  the 
p.  790  Covetous  desires  of  a  few  merciless  Creditors  and  mercenary 
Officers  and  to  bring  the  Commonality  into  Poverty  and 
Slavery   Out  of  which  we  have  and  hope  always  shall  En- 
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deavour  to  keep  them  Altho  at  present  It  is  not  in  our  power  u.  h.  j. 
hardly  obtaining  anything  that  tends  thereto

We  are  heartily  sorry  to  hear  of  such  extraordinary 
Oppressions  &  ill  Practices  by  you  represented  to  have  been 
committed  in  Calvert  County  and  thereupon  have  looked  into 
the  Office  of  Sheriffs  and  particularly  in  Relation  to  Exe- 
cutions made  by  ffieri  fac.  and  Goods  sold  by  Virtue  of  Writs 
of  Venditioni  Exponas,  and  find  that  upon  such  Executions 
the  Sheriff  if  he  does  not  enquire  of  the  Value  of  the  Goods 
p.  36S  and  Chattels  by  him  taken  by  a  Jury  yet  he  ought  to  do  it  by 
the  Oaths  of  good  Men  and  take  Care  the  Goods  are  not 
undervalued,  for  it's  instanced  in  Dalton's  Sheriff's  Office 
Folio  526  the  Under  Sheriff  took  Goods  upon  a  fieri  facias 
and  did  not  sell  them  to  half  the  Worth  of  them  and  upon 
Motion  it  appeared  to  the  Court  that  he  had  persuaded  the 
Jury  to  undervalue  the  Goods  and  according  to  his  Persuasions 
the  Jury  appraised  them  and  then  the  Sheriff  sold  them  for 
the  same  Money  for  which  they  were  appraised.

An  Ordinance  for  quieting  and  settling  the  Differences  and 
Disputes  among  the  Inhabitants  of  Baltimore  County. 

Forasmuch  as  many  Differences  and  Disputes  have  hap- 
pened in  the  County  of  Baltimore  relating  to  the  Building 
a  Court  House  at  Joppa  the  charge  whereof  some  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  that  County  complain  is  unjustly  levyed  and  to 
be  levyed  on  them  and  this  General  Assembly  having  thought 
fit  to  settle  that  County  Court  House  at  Joppa  and  the  Agree- 
ment made  by  the  Justices  of  that  County  with  the  Undertaker 
or  Builder  of  that  House  to  be  laid  before  them  at  their  next 
Meeting:  And  that  in  the  mean  Time  no  more  Tobacco  shall 
be  levyed  on  the  Inhabitants  of  that  County  towards  the  Build- 
ing of  that  House — 

It  is  therefore  ordained  by  the  Council  and  Assembly  of  this 
Province  that  the  Justices  of  Baltimore  County  do  not  on  any

ACTS. 

At  a  Session  of  Assembly  begun  and  held  in  the  City  of 
Annapolis  in  the  County  of  Ann  Arundel  the  28th  day  of 
October  and  ended  the  15th  day  of  November,  in  the  11th  year 
of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lady  Anne,  Queen  of  Great 
Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  etc.,  Annoq. 
Domini  171 2,  were  enacted  the  following  Laws. 

Edward  Lloyd,  Esq.,  President. 

An  Act  restraining  Victuallers  and  Keepers  of  Public  Houses  Bacon 
from  entertaining  Sailors  to  the  Prejudice  of  Trade  and 
Commerce 

Whereas  the  Masters  and  Commanders  of  the  several  Mer- 
chant Ships  trading  into  this  Province,  and  the  several  Mer- 
chants and  Traders  therein,  have  represented  to  this  General 
Assembly,  that  several  Persons  keeping  Victualling  Houses, 
or  Public  Houses  of  Entertainment,  for  Lucre  and  Gain,  do 
make  it  their  Practice  to  draw  in  and  entertain  the  Seamen 
belonging  to  the  several  Ships,  and  give  them  too  great 
Credit;  not  only  to  the  Ruin  of  them,  their  Wives  and  Chil- 
dren, but  also  to  the  Hinderance  of  the  Ship's  Lading,  whereby 
the  Charges  of  the  Ships  are  greatly  augmented,  and  Trade  in 
general  delayed  and  discouraged:  For  the  Prevention  whereof; 

II.  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  her  Majesty's  Presi- 
dent, Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the  Author- 
ity of  the  same,  That  if  any  Victualler,  or  Keeper  of  any  Public 
House,  within  this  Province,  shall,  after  the  First  Day  of 
January  next,  trust  any  Seafaring  Man,  Sailor,  or  Seaman, 
(not  being  an  Inhabitant  of  this  Province,  and  generally  resid- 
ing in  the  same)  for  any  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  above  the 
Value  of  Five  Shillings  in  any  Voyage,  without  Leave  or 
Licence  from  the  Commander  of  the  Ship  or  Vessel  to  which 
he  belongs,  upon  Pain  of  losing  their  Debt:  And  if  such 
Victualler,  or  other  Person  keeping  a  Publick  House,  shall 
take  any  Bond,  Bill,  Note,  or  Bill  of  Exchange,  or  any  other 
Specialty  or  Obligation  for  any  Debt  contracted  by  any  Sailor 
or  Seaman  belonging  to  any  Ship  or  Vessel,  and  not  being 
an  Inhabitant  as  aforesaid,  such  Bond,  Bill,  Note,  or  Bill  of 
Exchange,  or  other  Specialty,  or  Obligation,  shall  be  void,  and 
of  no  Effect. 
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Bacon  III.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice 
and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  if  any  Victualler,  or  Keeper  of 
any  Public  House  as  aforesaid,  shall  entertain  or  harbour  any 
Sailor  or  Seaman,  without  Licence  from  the  Master  or  Com- 
mander of  the  Ship  or  Vessel  to  which  he  belongs,  to  the 
Delay  or  Hinderance  of  the  Business  of  such  Ship  or  Vessel, 
or  the  Commanders  thereof,  such  Victualler,  or  Keeper  of  a 
Public  House,  or  House  of  Entertainment,  shall  be  liable  to 
and  incur  the  Pains  and  Penalties  in  the  Act  of  Assembly  of 
this  Province  inflicted  on  such  as  entertain  or  deal  with  Ser- 
vants ;  any  Law,  Statute,  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

IV.  Provided,  That  this  Act,  or  any  Thing  therein  con- 
tained, shall  not  extend  to  the  Master,  or  Chief  Mate  of  any 
Ship  or  Vessel.

An  Act  for  settling    Baltimore    County    Court,  at   the    new 
Court  house  at  Joppa. 

(1.)  It  being  enacted  by  the  Supplementary  Act  for  the 
Advancement  of  Trade  1707,^.  16,  That  the  Place  appointed 
for  a  Town  on  Gunpowder  River,  on  a  Tract  of  Land  called 
Forster's  Neck,  should  be  deserted ;  and  in  lieu  thereof,  50 
Acres  of  Land  on  a  Tract  on  the  said  River,  belonging  to 
Anne  Felks,  called  Taylor's  Choice,  should  be  erected  into  a 
Town,  and  the  Court-house  of  the  said  County  should  be 
built  there,  And  no  other  Provision  being  made  for  building 
the  said  Court-house  than  what  was  contained  in  the  said 
Act,  which  is  not  now  in  Force;  and  the  Commissioners  of 
the  said  County  having  proceeded  towards  building  of  the 
said  Court-house,  according  to  the  said  Act,  before  the  Dis- 
sent of  her  Majesty  to  the  said  Act  was  known;  and  since 
that  Time  have  nearly  finished  the  same:  It  is  therefore 
Enacted,  (2.)  That  Baltimore  County  Court  shall  be  from 
henceforth  held  at  the  said  House,  now  built  at  the  said  Town 
of  Joppa,  and  not  elsewhere:  And  that  the  same  House  be, 
to  all  Intents,  Constructions  and  Purposes,  adjudged,  used, 
reputed  and  taken,  as  the  proper  Court-house  of  Baltimore 
County.  And  (3.)  That  all  those  Lots  of  Land  laid  out  by 
virtue  of  the  said  Act,  for  Towns,  for  the  Public  Use,  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  and  remain,  to  and  for  the 
same  Uses  and  Intents  the  same  was  at  first  laid  out  for. 
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An  Act  prohibiting  the  Exportation  of  the  Hides  of  Neat  Bacon 
Cattle,  whether  Tanned  or  Untanned,  and  old  Iron,  out  of 
this  Province. 

Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  her  Majesty's  President, 
Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the  Authority  of 
the  same,  That  if  any  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever,  from  and 
after  the  First  Day  of  December  now  next  ensuing,  shall  carry 
and  transport,  or  cause  or  endeavour  to  be  carried  and  trans- 
ported out  of  this  Province,  by  Land  or  Water,  to  any  other 
of  her  Majesty's  Plantations,  any  Skins  or  Hides  of  any  Neat 
Cattle,  Tanned  or  Untanned,  or  any  old  Iron  whatsoever,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  Officer  of  her  Majesty's  Cus- 
toms to  make  seizure  thereof.  And  the  Master,  Merchant,  or 
Owner  of  any  Ship  or  Vessel,  or  other  Person,  being  convict 
of  Shipping  or  Lading  on  board  any  Ship  or  Vessel,  or  trans- 
porting by  Land  out  of  this  Province,  any  such  Hides  or  old 
Iron  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  only  forfeit  the  same,  but  also  the 
Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  Current  Money  of  this  Province,  to  her 
most  sacred  Majesty,  her  Heirs  and  Successors;  the  one  Half 
thereof  towards  the  defraying  the  Public  Charge  of  this  Prov- 
ince, and  the  other  Half  to  such  Person  or  Persons  as  shall 
inform  or  sue  for  the  same :  To  be  recovered  in  any  Court 
within  this  Province,  by  Action  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint,  or  In- 
formation, wherein  no  Essoin,  Protection  or  Wager  of  Law 
shall  be  allowed. 

II  And  for  the  better  Publication  of  this  Act,  Be  it  likewise 
Enacted,  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  by  and  with  the  Advice 
and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  every  Naval  Officer  and  Collec- 
tor within  this  Province,  shall  procure  a  fair  Copy  of  this  Act, 
to  be  put  up  at  the  most  public  Place  within  their  respective 
Offices  before  or  at  the  aforesaid  First  Day  of  December  at 
farthest;  and  the  said  Naval  Officers,  Collectors,  or  other  Cus- 
tom-House  Officers  of  her  Majesty's  Customs,  are  hereby 
required  to  have  a  strict  Regard  to  the  due  Execution  of  this 
Act;  and  so  far  as  in  them  lies,  to  detect  and  prosecute,  or 
cause  to  be  detected  and  prosecuted,  all  Offenders  against 
the  Tenor  hereof.

An  Act  against  Striking  sundry  sorts  of  Fish  within  the  Baskett 

Precincts  of  this  Province. 

Whereas  the  frequent  Striking  of  Fish  within  the  Precincts 
of  this  Province,  has  been  represented  to  this  present  General 
Assembly,  as  a  great  Evil  to  the  Inhabitants  thereof,  in  the 
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uaskett  Destruction  0f  their  Fishery;  Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the 
Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and 
Consent  of  Her  Majesty's  President,  Council,  and  Assembly 
of  this  Province,  and  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  no  Per- 
son whatsoever  shall  hereafter  strike  or  shoot  any  Fish  within 
the  Precincts  aforesaid,  with  Gigs,  Arrows,  or  any  other  strik- 
ing Instruments,  nor  shall  presume  to  go  out  upon  the  Water 
in  Canoes,  Boats,  or  other  Vessels  tit  for  that  Purpose,  in  the 
Night  time,  provided  with  Lights,  or  other  Utensils  for  Strik- 
ing, upon  the  Penalties  hereafter  mentioned  (that  is  to  say) 
p.  67  For  every  Night  that  any  Person  shall  go  out  upon  the  Water 
in  such  Vessel,  as  aforesaid,  provided  as  aforesaid,  such  Per- 
son shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  Two  hundred  Pounds  of  Tobacco; 
and  also  every  Person,  that  shall  Strike  any  Fish,  as  aforesaid, 
whether  by  Day  or  Night,  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds 
of  Tobacco  for  every  Fish  so  struck;  One  Half  of  each  of 
which  said  Fines  to  be  paid  to  the  Informer,  and  the  other 
Half  to  our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen,  Her  Heirs  or  Suc- 
cessors, to  be  employed  by  the  Justices  of  the  County,  where 
the  Offender  lives,  towards  the  Defraying  the  Charge  of  such 
County;  such  Fact  or  Facts  to  be  proved  by  the  Oath  of  One 
sufficient  Witness,  besides  the  Informer,  before  One  or  more 
Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace,  who  upon  Complaint  thereof 
made,  shall  issue  out  his  Warrant  to  the  Constable  of  the 
Hundred,  or  to  such  other  Person  or  Persons,  as  such  Justice 
or  Justices  shall  think  fit,  to  bring  before  him  or  them  the 
Person  or  Persons  against  whom  such  Complaint  shall  be 
made,  and  the  Witness  or  Witnesses,  which  the  Complainant 
shall  name  ;  which  Justice  or  Justices  shall  have  full  Authority, 
by  Virtue  of  this  Act,  to  hear  and  determine  the  Matter;  and 
upon  such  Proof  the  Justice  or  Justices  shall  issue  his  or  their 
Warrant  to  the  Sheriff  of  such  County,  to  levy  the  same  Fines 
by  Distress  and  Sale  of  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  the  Person 
or  Persons  having  so  offended;  and  in  Default  of  Goods  or 
Chattels,  to  be  shewn  by  such  Offender  or  Offenders  to  such- 
Sheriff,  that  then  such  Sheriff  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  impow- 
ered  to  levy  the  same  upon  the  Body  or  Bodies  of  him  or 
them,  and  shall,  on  Receipt  of  such  Fines,  forthwith  pay  One 
Half  of  such  Fine  to  the  Informer,  and  render  an  Account  of 
the  other  Half  to  the  Justices  of  such  County,  at  the  Time  of 
the  Laying  the  then  next  Levy  for  such  County,  to  be  applied 
towards  the  Defraying  the  same  County  Charge,  as  aforesaid. 
Provided  nevertheless,  That  in  case  any  Servant,  or  Slave, 
shall  be  accused  of  any  Fact  prohibited  by  this  Law,  and  that 
it  shall  appear  to  the  Justice  or  Justices,  before  whom  such 
Accusation  shall  be  made  or  examined,  that  such  Servant,  or 
Slave,  is  Guilty  of  the  Fact,  whereof  he  or  she  shall  be  so 
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accused,  but  that  such  Fact  was  committed  by  the  Direction,  Baskett 
Order,  or  Approbation  of  the  Master,  Mistress,  Dame,  or 
Overseer  of  such  Servant,  or  Slave ;  that  then  such  Master, 
Mistress,  Dame,  or  Overseer,  shall,  upon  Conviction  of  such 
Directions,  Order,  or  Approbation,  as  aforesaid,  in  Manner 
above  prescribed,  be  liable  to  the  same  Forfeitures,  as  if  such 
Fact  had  been  personally  committed  by  the  Person  so  Direct- 
ing, Ordering,  or  Approving  the  same:  But  if  such  Fact  shall 
appear  to  such  Justice  or  Justices,  as  aforesaid,  to  have  been 
voluntarily  committed  by  such  Servant,  or  Slave,  without  any 
such  Directions,  Order,  or  Approbation,  as  aforesaid,  that 
then  such  Servant,  or  Slave,  being  convict  thereof  in  Manner 
aforesaid,  shall,  in  Default  of  the  Payment  of  the  Fine  or 
Fines,  as  above  by  this  Act  imposed,  forthwith  suffer  Corporal 
Punishment,  by  being  whipt  with  so  many  Stripes  on  his  or 
their  bare  Back,  as  to  the  Justice  or  Justices,  before  whom 
such  Conviction  shall  happen,  shall  seem  meet,  not  exceeding 
Thirty  nine. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  this  Act,  or  any  thing  therein 
contained,  shall  not  extend,  or  be  construed  to  extend,  to 
hinder  or  debar  any  Persons  whatsoever,  from  Striking 
Whales,  Sharks,  Porpoises,  Sturgeon,  Stingraes,  Skates,  or 
Garfish,  in  the  Day-time,  within  the  Precincts  aforesaid,  nor 
any  other  sort  of  Fish,  at  any  Time,  upon  the  Sea-side.

Methods    for   accomplishing  the  necessary  Business  of  this 
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u.  h.  j.  Session  and  raising  such  supplys  as  may  be  wanting  to  defray 
the  Charge  of  this  present  year  I  acquainted  you  last  Session 
that  I  am  restrained  from  passing  any  Laws  in  the  absence  of 
a  Governour  in  chief  but  what  are  immediately  necessary  for 
the  preservation  of  the  peace  &  Welfare  of  the  Province — 
without  her  Majesty's  particular  order  for  that  purpose.  I 
doubt  not  but  it  is  yet  fresh  in  your  memorys  for  which  reason

That  they  had  heard  a  Story  the  Emperour  had  applyed  to 
the  President  to  take  off  Panquash  and  Rasseketthams  Heads 
and  had  offered  him  Skins  &  came  to  enquire  the  Truth 
thereof 

The  Honbfe  President  &  all  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council 
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assured  them  that  there  never  was  any  such  practice  or  design  u.  h.  j. 
And  the  President  was  pleased  to  declare  if  the  Emperour 
should  offer  him  ten  thousand  skins  he  would  not  consent  to 
any  such  thing 

The  said  Indians  said  that  in  the  Lord  Baltimores  time  they 
gave  to  the  English  their  Hands  but  now  they  offered  them 
their  Hearts  and  were  resolved  not  to  leave  the  Country 
where  they  had  so  long  lived  but  to  live  with  the  English  as 
if  they  had  one  Father  and  mother.  They  complained  they 
had  not  the  Satisfaction  proposed  for  the  Robbery  done  by

The  humble  Petition  of  Eliz  Spurrier  a  Prisoner  in  the 
Goale  of  the  City  of  Annapolis 

Humbly  Sheweth  unto  your  Honour  that  your  poor  Peti- 
tioner has  been  tried  &  Arraigned  this  last  Provincial  Court 
p.  872  for  murthering  a  Live  Male  Infant  born  of  her  Body  that  your 
Petitioner  protesting  she  was  a  married  Woman  pleaded  not 
guilty  thereto. 

That  a  Jury  was  Empannelled  to  try  her  &  the  Evidence 
that  came  or  could  be  produced  against  her  could  make  noth- 
ing appear  against  her  but  that  she  was  delivered  of  a  Child 
which  Child  was  found  dead  tho  no  mortal  Wounds  or  even 
the  least  Signs  of  any  such  appeared  on  the  Body  of  the 
Child.  That  the  Council  having  then  Spoke  for  your  Peti- 
tioner that  such  Evidence  was  not  Sufficient  Law  to  maintain 
the  Indictment  being  an  Indictm'  at  common  Law  &  not  on 
the  Statute  in  that  Case  made  &  provided  Your  Petitioners 
Council  &  all  other  Standers  by  unconcerned  seemed  to 
understand  that  the  Court  and  Jury  also  were  of  that  opinion

I  acquainted  you  last  Session 
that  I  am  restrained  from  passing  any  Acts  in  the  Absence  of 
a  Governor  in  Chief  but  what  are  immediately  necessary  for 
the  Preservation  of  the  Peace  &  Welfare  of  the  Province 
without  her  Majesty's  particular  Order  for  that  Purpose.  I 
doubt  not  but  it  is  yet  fresh  in  your  Memory s  for  which  Reason 
expect  you  will  not  move  me  to  act  contrary  to  what  I  am  so 
strictly  charged  with,  considering  you  will  reap  no  other 
Advantage  than  to  prolong  this  Session  and  burthen  the 
Country  with  Charge. 

Gentl.  Sir  Thomas  Lawrence  her  Majesty's  Secretary  of 
this  Province  believing  himself  hardly  used  in  being  kept  out 
of  the  Benefits  accruing  by  Ordinary  Licenses  upon  a  further 
Representation  of  his  Case  has  obtained  her  Majesty's  Order 
requiring  me  at  the  first  Assembly  which  shall  meet  after  the 
Receipt  thereof  to  signify  to  you  in  the  most  earnest  Manner 
that  notwithstanding  the  several  Orders  made  in  Council  and 
Letters  her  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  write  in  his  Behalf 
after  his  Case  had  been  fully  examined  by  the  Corn"  of  Trade 
and  Plantations  and  the  Attorney  General  who  all  agreed  in 
representing  the  Hardships  thereof  has  hitherto  met  with  no 
Compliance  for  which  Reason  her  Majesty  is  pleased  to  signify 
her  Will  and  Pleasure  and  to  command  me  to  acquaint  you 
she  expects  you  should  forthwith  pass  a  Law  for  regulating 
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Ordinaries  without  Limitation  of  time  at  least  for  a  longer  i«  h.  j. 
Duration  than  it  hath  hitherto  been  made  and  that  the  Benefit  L,b*  4I 
of  the  Licenses  be  thereby  appropriated  to  the  Use  of  the 
Secretary  for  the  Time  being  as  fully  and  to  all  Intents  and 
Purposes  as  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Lawrence  or  any  other 
Secretary  of  this  her  Province  hath  at  any  Time  heretofore 
had  or  lawfully  enjoyed. 

And  that  She  does  further  expect  you  give  unto  the  said 
Sir  Thomas  Lawrence  an  equitable  Consideration  for  the 
mean  Profits  of  the  said  Office  which  he  hath  lost  since  the 
Year  1704. 

Mr  Speaker  and  you  Gentl.  shall  have  the  Perusal  of  her 
Majesty's  above  recited  Order  by  which  you  will  see  how 
strictly  I  am  commanded  to  press  these  Matters  home  to  you

ACTS. 

At  a  Session  of  Assembly  begun  and  held  at  the  City  of 
Annapolis  in  the  County  of  Ann  Arundel,  the  27th  day  of 
October,  and  ended  the  14th  day  of  November,  in  the  12th 
year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lady,  Anne,  Queen  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland  Defender  of  the  Faith,  etc. 
Annoq.  Domini  171 3,  were  enacted  the  Laws  following. 

Edward  Lloyd,  Esq.,  President. 

An  Act  for  the  more  speedy  conveying  Public  Letters  and  Bacon 
Packets  of  this  Province,  and  defraying  the  Charge  thereof; 
and  to  prevent  the  Abuses  of  breaking  open,  and  conceal- 
ing any  Letters  whatsoever. 

Forasmuch  as  several  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province 
have  been  formerly  subject  to  great  and  manifest  Inconven- 
iencies  by  pressing  of  Horses,  under  Pretext  of  carrying  and 
conveying  Public  Letters  and  Packets:  For  Prevention  where- 
of, and  that  due  Care  may  be  taken  for  the  future,  that  all 
Public  Letters  and  Packets,  relating  to  her  Majesty's,  or  the 
Public  Service  of  this  Province,  be  securely  and  expeditiously 
conveyed,  according  to  their  Directions,  the  Delegates  of  this 
present  General  Assembly  do  pray  that  it  may  be  Enacted ; 

II  And  be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Maj- 
esty, by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  her  Majesty's 
President,  Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the 
Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Sheriff  of  each  respective 
County  is  hereby  enjoined  and  commanded  to  take  Care  of  all 
Public  Letters  and  Packets,  and  expeditiously  convey  them, 
according  to  their  respective  Directions,  to  the  next  Sheriff  or 
Under-Sheriff  of  the  next  adjacent  County. 

III.  And  for  the  Encouragement  of  the  several  and  respect- 
ive Sheriffs,  and  their  Diligence  in  conveying  such  Public 
Letters  and  Packets,  that  they  may  be  allowed  the  several 
Sums  hereafter  expressed,  to  be  laid  in  the  Public  Levy  of 
this  Province,  That  is  to  say ; 

To  the  Sheriff  of  Ann-Arundel  County,  Fifteen  Hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco,  who  is  hereby  obliged  to  convey  all  such 
Letters  and  Packets  as  are  directed,  and  must  go  over  to  the 
Eastern  Shore,  to  Kent-Island,  and  there  to  be  delivered  to 
the  Sheriff  of  Queen-Anne's  County,  or  his  Deputy. 
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Bacon  To  the  Sheriff  of  Queen-Anne's  County,  Fourteen  Hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco,  who  is  hereby  also  obliged  to  convey  all 
such  Letters  and  Packets  as  are  directed  to  the  City  of  Annap- 
olis, to  the  said  City. 

To  the  Sheriff  of  Cecil  County,  One  Thousand  Pounds  of 
Tobacco,  who  is  also  obliged  to  convey  all  such  Letters  and 
Packets  as  are  directed  to  the  Northward,  to  the  Town  of 
New-Castle  upon  Delaware. 

To  the  Sheriff  of  Talbot  County,  Eight  Hundred  Pounds  of 
Tobacco. 

To  the  Sheriff  of  Kent  County,  Six  Hundred  Pounds  of 
Tobacco. 

To  the  Sheriff  of  Dorchester  County,  Six  Hundred  Pounds 
of  Tobacco. 

And  to  the  Sheriff  of  Somerset  County,  Six  Hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco. 

To  the  Sheriff  of  Calvert  County,  Eight  Hundred  Pounds 
of  Tobacco. 

To  the  Sheriff  of  Charles  County,  Eight  Hundred  Pounds 
of  Tobacco. 

To  the  Sheriff  of  St.  Mary's  County,  Eight  Hundred  Pounds 
of  Tobacco 

To  the  Sheriff  of  Prince-Georges  County,  Six  Hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco. 

And  to  the  Sheriff  of  Baltimore  County,  Six  Hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco. 

Which  said  several  and  respective  Sums  of  Tobacco  shall 
be  annually  allowed  and  paid  to  the  Sheriffs  aforesaid;  in 
Consideration  whereof  the  Sheriffs  of  the  said  several  and 
respective  Counties  shall  defray  all  such  Charges  as  shall 
accrue  by  Reason  of  conveying  of  such  Letters  or  Packets; 
any  former  Law,  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid, 
That  such  Public  Letters  and  Packets  be  endorsed,  For  her 
Majesty's  Service,  and  with  the  Person's  Name  that  send  them. 
And  if  any  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever,  shall,  at  any  Time 
after  the  Publication  of  this  Act,  presume  to  endorse  any  Letter 
or  Letters,  Packet  or  Packets,  so  as  aforesaid,  which  are  not 
for  the  Public  Service,  he,  or  they,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
such  Offence  Five  Hundred  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  to  be  recov- 
ered in  any  of  her  Majesty's  Courts  of  Record  within  this 
Province,  by  Action  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information; 
wherein  no  Essoin,  Protection  or  Wager  of  Law  shall  be 
allowed. 
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V.  And  the  better  to  ascertain  what  Letters  shall  be  ac-  Bacon 
counted   Public   Letters,  Be   it   Enacted,  by   the   Authority, 
Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  all  Letters  directed  to  the 
Governor  of  this  Province,  for  the  Time  being,  endorsed,  For 

her  Majesty's  Service;  and  all  Letters  sent  by  the  Governor, 
having  his,  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Council's  Name  endorsed,  and 
For  her  Majesty's  Service,  directed  to  any  Person  whatsoever; 
and  all  Letters  sent  by  any  Member  of  her  Majesty's  Council, 
with  the  Subscriber's  Name  endorsed,  and  For  her  Majesty's 
Service;  all  Letters  sent  by  the  Speaker,  or  Clerk  of  the 
House  of  Delegates,  for  the  Time  being,  with  the  Subscriber's 
Name  endorsed,  and  For  her  Majesty's  Service;  all  Letters 
sent  by  a  Justice  of  the  Provincial  Court,  with  the  Subscriber's 
Name  endorsed,  and  For  her  Majesty's  Service ;  and  all  Letters 
sent  by  the  Public  Treasurers  of  each  Shore,  to  any  Naval 
Officer,  with  the  Subscriber's  Name  endorsed,  and  For  her 
Majesty's  Service,  shall  be  accounted,  only,  Public  Letters. 

VI.  And  whereas,  also,  the  Sheriffs  of  this  Province,  whose 
Duty  it  is  to  convey  Letters  for  her  Majesty's  Service,  are 
very  much  complained  of  for  their  Negligence  therein;  Be  it 
Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid, 
That  if  any  High-Sheriff,  or  his  Deputies,  receive  any  Public 
Letter,  he  shall,  if  required,  give  a  Receipt  for  the  same, 
shewing  the  Day  and  Hour  when  he  received  the  same:  And 
when  he  delivers  the  same  Letter  to  the  next  Sheriff,  or  Party 
to  whom  directed,  the  Party  that  receives  the  same  shall  like- 
wise, if  required,  give  such  like  Receipt  to  the  Sheriff  that 
first  received  it.  And  if  any  High-Sheriff,  or  his  Deputy  or 
Deputies  (for  whom  the  High-Sheriff  shall  be  answerable) 
shall  refuse  to  give  such  Receipt,  to  be  proved  by  the  Oath 
of  the  Person  demanding  such  Receipt;  or,  having  received 
such  Letter,  shall  wilfully  neglect  immediately  to  forward  such 
Letter,  as  directed,  so  that  such  Letter  is  Stopped  Twenty- 
four  Hours  longer  than  it  reasonably  need  be,  (respect  being 
had  to  the  Wind  and  Weather)  the  High-Sheriff  shall  forfeit 
the  Sum  of  Two  Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco  in  Cask;  the 
one  Moiety  thereof  to  our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen,  her 
Heirs  and  Successors,  for  the  Support  of  the  Government  of 
this  Province,  the  other  Moiety  to  him  or  them  that  will  sue 
for  the  same ;  to  be  recovered  by  Action  of  Debt,  in  any  Court 
of  Record  of  this  Province.  And  such  Neglect  of  such  Sher- 
iffs shall  be  evidenced  by  the  Dates  of  the  Receipts. 

VII.  And  whereas  the  Trade  and  Commerce  of  this  Prov- 
ince is,  in  great  Measure  confined  to  England,  and  the  Inhab- 
itants of  this  Province  of  necessity  are  obliged  to  lodge  their 
Effects,  and  wholly  correspond  with  the  Merchants  in  England, 
by  which  Means  we  have  great  Dependance  upon  their  Advice 
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Bacon  in  Trade ;  and  often  Protested  Bills  of  Exchange  are  remitted 
hither  to  the  several  Persons  interested  therein,  which  are 
sometimes  of  considerable  Value;  and  for  want  of  due  Care 
of  such  Letters,  in  which  the  same  are  inclosed,  no  settled 
Post-Houses  being  appointed  for  the  Reception  of  them, 
many  Times  sundry  evil-minded  Persons  find  Occasion  clan- 
destinely to  take  such  Letters  out  of  the  Public  Houses,  where 
they  are  generally  left,  and  break  open  and  conceal  the  same, 
to  the  great  Detriment  of  sundry  of  the  Inhabitants,  Merchants, 
and  Traders:  And  many  ill-designing  Persons,  who  have 
drawn  Bills  of  Exchange,  not  having  any  Bottom  in  England 
to  answer  the  same,  well  knowing  and  observing  to  what 
Merchant  or  Merchants  such  Bills  are  remitted,  do  diligently 
watch  the  Returns  of  such  Bills  from  the  Merchants,  and 
guessing  at  some  Letters  to  be  the  Coverts  of  their  Protested 
Bills,  get  them  into  their  Hands,  and  destroy  the  same,  to  the 
great  Detriment  of  many  honest  Traders  and  Dealers,  and 
others  concerned;  And  many  Times  others,  out  of  a  dishonest 
and  inquisitive  Temper,  secretly  take  and  break  open  public 
and  private  Country  Letters,  to  the  great  Dissatisfaction  and 
Prejudice  of  several  the  Inhabitants,  her  Majesty's  good  Sub- 
jects, and  great  Delay  of  Public  Business:  For  the  Prevention 
thereof  for  the  future ; 

VIII.  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and  Consent 
aforesaid,  That  if  any  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever,  shall 
hereafter  presume  to  take  and  break  open  the  Seal  or  Seals 
of  any  Letter  or  Letters  whatsoever,  not  being  unto  him  or 
them  directed,  or  not  having  especial  Licence  from  the  Per- 
sons to  whom  the  same  are  directed,  their  Executors  or 
Administrators,  so  to  do,  shall,  upon  due  Conviction  thereof, 
either  in  the  Provincial  or  County  Courts  of  this  Province, 
suffer  Imprisonment  of  his,  her,  or  their  Bodies,  for  and  during 
the  Space  of  Six  Days,  without  Bail  or  Mainprize,  and  forfeit 
the  Sum  of  Five  Pounds  Sterling;  the  one  Moiety  to  her 
Majesty,  her  Heirs  and  Successors,  for  the  Support  of  Govern- 
ment, the  other  Moiety  to  him  or  them  that  shall  inform,  or 
sue  for  the  same;  to  be  recovered  in  any  Court  of  Record 
within  this  Province,  by  Action  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint  or  Infor- 
mation, wherein  no  Essoin,  Protection  or  Wager  of  Law  to  be 
allowed. 

IX.  And  in  case  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  break  open 
any  Letter  or  Letters  directed  to  his  Excellency,  her  Majesty's 
Governor,  or  any  of  her  Majesty's  Council  of  this  Province, 
for  the  Time  being,  or  other  Public  Letter  Superscribed,  or 
directed,  For  her  Majesty's  Service,  and  signed  by  any  Person 
having  Authority  so  to  do,  and  shall  be  thereof  legally  convict, 
he,  she,  or  they,  so  offending,  shall  suffer  Two  Months  Impris- 
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onment,  without  Bail  or  Mainprize,  and  forfeit  to  our  Sover-  Bacon 
eign  Lady  the  Queen,  her  Heirs  and  Successors,  the  Sum  of 
Twenty  Pounds  Sterling;  to  be  recovered  and  divided  as  afore- 
said. 

X.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and 
Consent  aforesaid,  That  one  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province, 
made  at  a  Session  of  Assembly,  begun  and  held  at  the  Port 
of  Annapolis,  the  Twenty-sixth  Day  of  March,  Anno  Domini 
Seventeen  Hundred  and  Seven,  entitled,  An  Act  to  prevent 
the  Abuse  of  breaking  open,  and  concealing  public  and  private 
Letters;  and  every  Article,  Clause  and  Thing  therein  con- 
tained, be  and  is  hereby  repealed,  and  made  null  and  void.

An  Act  for  Relief  of  Debtors;  and  ascertaining  the  Manner  of 
Tenders  in  Tobacco. 

Whereas  several  honest  persons  within  this  Province  being 
indebted  in  Tobacco  to  divers  Persons,  Merchants,  and  others, 
and  well  disposed  to  pay  the  same,  taking  Care  therefor,  by 
providing  the  Tobacco;  but  oftentimes  it  so  happens,  that 
because  an  Opportunity  or  Conveniency  doth  not  offer  to  the 
Creditor  to  dispose  thereof,  they  do  frequently  refuse,  neglect 
and  delay  to  receive  the  said  Tobacco  in  Discharge  of  the 
Debts;  whereby  the  Debtor  remains  in  Debt,  and  the  Tobacco 
by  him  procured  to  pay  the  said  Debts,  remains  in  his  Hands, 
subject  to  all  Casualty  on  the  Debtor's  Account,  and  which  he 
dares  not  make  Use  of  for  Fear  of  his  Creditor's  demanding 
and  suing  after  for  the  Debt:  For  Remedy  whereof  for  the 
future ; 

II.  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  her  Majesty's  Presi- 
dent, Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the  Au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  any  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever, 
inhabiting  within  this  Province,  and  now  being,  or  that  here- 
after shall  be  indebted  to  any  Merchant  or  Others,  either 
resident  in  or  trading  to  this  Province,  that  hath  Tobacco 
ready,  according  to  the  Nature  of  the  Debt  he  owes,  and  is 
willing  to  pay  the  same,  and  hath  offered  it  to  his  Creditors, 
his  Factor  or  Attorney,  and  by  him  or  them  refused,  neglected, 
or  delayed  to  be  received  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  to  and  for  such  Debtor  or  Debtors,  at  any  Time  between 
the  first  Day  of  November,  and  the  last  Day  of  March,  in 
every  Year,  during  the  Continuance  of  this  Act,  and  at  no 
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Bacon  other  Time,  to  repair  to  the  next  Justice  of  Peace,  and  there 
before  him,  upon  making  Oath  of  such  Tobacco  being  already 
tendered,  and  neglected,  refused  or  delayed  to  be  received, 
the  said  Justice  shall,  and  is  hereby  impowered  and  required 
to  appoint  two  sufficient  Persons,  being  Freeholders  in  the 
Neighbourhood,  (not  being  of  Kin  either  to  the  Debtor  or 
Creditor)  where  such  Debtor  shall  dwell,  to  view,  search  and 
look  upon  such  Tobacco  so  ready  to  be  paid  in  Discharge  of 
the  Debt,  and  tendered  as  aforesaid:  Which  two  Persons  so 
appointed  shall  take  their  Oaths,  to  be  administered  by  the 
Justice  aforesaid;  well  and  truly  to  try  and  examine  into  the 
Matter  aforesaid,  and  make  Report  to  the  Justice  aforesaid.  And 
if  upon  viewing  the  same,  it  be  found  that  the  Tobacco  aforesaid 
is  clean,  sound  and  merchantable,  and  fit  to  be  paid  in  Discharge 
of  the  Debt  aforesaid,  they  shall,  and  are  hereby  authorized 
and  impowered  to  mark  the  said  Tobacco  in  Hogsheads  upon 
the  Head  and  Bulge,  for  such  Creditor  as  aforesaid,  and  weigh 
_the  same,  and  signify  the  neat  Weight  thereof  unto  the  Justice 
aforesaid.  Which  Tobacco,  so  tendered,  and  refused  to  be 
received,  being  viewed,  marked  and  weighed  as  aforesaid, 
shall  for  ever  after  be  esteemed  and  taken  as  the  proper 
Goods  and  Tobacco  of  the  Creditor,  and  in  absolute  Discharge 
of  the  Debt  aforesaid,  or  of  so  much  thereof  as  the  same 
Tobacco  shall  weigh.  Provided,  each  Hogshead  weighs  Five 
Hundred  neat,  or  upwards. 

III.  And  because  many  Contracts,  Bills  and  Bonds  may  be 
of  different  Nature  and  Circumstances,  It  is  hereby  further 
Declared  and  Enacted,  That  upon  every  such  Viewing  as 
aforesaid,  the  Creditor,  his  Factor  or  Attorney,  shall  have 
Notice  thereof  by  the  said  Debtor,  and  if  he  do  not  come  to 
the  Place,  and  make  known,  by  shewing  the  Contract  or 
Obligation,  the  Circumstances  or  Nature  of  the  Contract  or 
Obligation,  if  the  Tobacco  viewed  as  aforesaid,  be  clean  from 
Trash,  sound  and  merchantable,  it  shall  be  marked  and 
weighed  in  Discharge  of  such  Debt,  be  the  same  of  what 
Nature  soever.  And  the  Person  in  whose  Houses  the  Tobacco 
lies,  or  shall  lie,  shall  take  Care  of  and  preserve  the  same  for 
one  whole  Year,  as  they  are  obliged  to  do  Tobacco  actually 
received  by  any  Creditor,  Merchant  or  others;  any  Law, 
Statute,  or  Usage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice 
and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  if  any  Debtor  who  hath  tendered 
Tobacco  to  his  Creditor,  which  is  in  very  good  Condition, 
clear  of  all  manner  of  Trash,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the 
Specialty  aforesaid,  and  well  packed  in  good  seasoned  Hogs- 
heads, and  which  Hogsheads  of  Tobacco  contain  Five  Hun- 
dred Pounds  of  neat  Tobacco,  at  the  least,  and  which  the 
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Creditor  refused,  and  hath  such  Tobacco  ready  to  tender  and  Bacon 
pay  to  his  Creditor,  be  yet  notwithstanding  sued  and  prose- 
cuted at  Law,  in  order  to  recover  such  Tobacco  as  he  shall  be 
indebted  to  his  Creditor;  if  at  the  Trial  the  Defendant  shall 
make  appear  by  two  sufficient  Evidences,  that  he  tendered  to 
the  Plaintiff  such  his  Debt,  in  such  Tobacco,  qualified  as  afore- 
said, having  the  Tobacco  ready  and  full  packed  in  Hogsheads, 
before  the  Plaintiff  purchased  his  Writ;  then  and  in  every  such 
Case,  the  Plaintiff  shall  not  recover  any  Cost  of  Suit  against 
the  Defendant,  but  shall  pay  the  Defendant  what  Cost  the 
Defendant  hath  in  that  Cause  expended,  to  be  deducted  out 
of  the  Plaintiff's  Debt  by  the  Court  before  whom  such  Suit 
shall  be:  And  the  Plaintiff  shall  have  Judgment  for  what  shall 
be  remaining  due  to  him  after  such  Deduction  made  as  afore- 
said. 

V.  And  in  case  any  Plaintiff,  after  such  Recovery  had  of 
any  Quantity  of  Tobacco  against  any  Defendant,  having 
Tobacco  packed  in  Hogsheads,  and  qualified  as  aforesaid, 
shall  refuse,  upon  the  Defendant's  tendering  of  such  Tobacco, 
to  receive  the  same,  but  shall  sue  out  Execution  against  the 
Defendant,  whereby  the  Defendant  is  taken  in  Execution,  and 
imprisoned;  then  and  in  such  Case,  any  Friend  of  the  said 
Defendant  so  imprisoned,  may,  on  Behalf  of  such  Prisoner, 
go  to  the  High-Sheriff,  and  require  him  to  certify  to  the  next 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  at  whose  Suit,  and  for  what  Sum,  the  said 
Prisoner  is  in  Execution ;  which  Certificate  the  Sheriff  shall 
make  gratis,  and  give  to  such  Person  requiring  the  same, 
within  Five  Hours  after  such  Demand,  under  Penalty  of  Two 
Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco  in  Cask,  to  be  forfeited  by  the 
High-Sheriff  if  he  wilfully  refuse  to  make  the  same;  the  one 
Half  thereof  to  her  Majesty,  her  Heirs  and  Successors,  for  the 
Support  of  Government,  the  other  Half  to  the  Party  grieved, 
to  be  recovered  by  Action  of  Debt,  in  any  Court  of  Record  of 
this  Province:  Which  Certificate  so  obtained,  any  Friend  or 
Agent  of  such  Prisoner,  shall  shew  to  such  next  Justice  of 
Peace;  and  if  such  Friend  or  Agent  will  aver,  that  the  Prisoner 
hath  Tobacco  ready  to  pay  such  Debtor  Damages  recovered 
convenient,  and  that  such  Friend  will  open  and  shew  the  same, 
the  said  Justice  of  Peace  shall  either  go  in  Person,  or  send 
two  discreet  Persons,  Freeholders  as  aforesaid,  sworn  before 
him,  to  view  the  Tobacco  and  weigh  it,  and  make  Report 
thereof;  and  if  it  happen  the  Tobacco  is  found,  merchantable, 
and  of  such  Weight  to  discharge  the  whole  Sum  mentioned 
in  the  Execution,  then  shall  the  said  Justice  give  Notice  to  the 
Sheriff  in  Writing,  under  the  Hand  of  such  Justice,  by  the 
Agent  of  such  Prisoner,  that  except  such  Sheriff  come  and 
shew  good  Cause  to  the  contrary,  that  the  said  Justice  will 
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Bacon  cause  the  said  Tobacco  to  be  marked  on  the  Creditor's  Risque  ; 
and  if  Cause  be  not  shewed  within  Forty-eight  Hours  after 
the  Date  and  Service  of  such  Writing,  which  shall  be  dated 
on  or  at  a  certain  Hour  of  a  certain  Day,  that  then  the  Justice 
shall  cause  the  said  Tobacco  to  be  marked  and  numbered, 
and  shall  send  the  Sheriff  a  Certificate  of  the  Mark,  Number, 
Weight,  and  Place  where  such  Tobacco  lies,  on  the  Creditor's 
Account:  And,  in  case  the  Prisoner  is  not  in  his  Custody  on 
any  other  Account,  he  shall  suffer  him  (paying,  or  giving 
Security  for  his  Fees)  to  go  at  large,  and  shall  not  be  answer- 
able upon  any  Action  of  Escape;  and  if  after  this  the  Sheriff 
detain  the  Prisoner  any  longer  in  Prison,  such  Detaining  shall 
be  adjudged  False  Imprisonment.

An  Act  for  regulating  Writs  of  Error,  and  granting  Appeals 
from  and  to  the  Courts  of  Common  Law  within  this  Province. 

Forasmuch  as  the  Liberty  of  Appeals,  and  Writs  of  Error, 
from  the  Judgment  of  the  Provincial  and  County  Courts  of 
this  Province,  is  found  to  be  of  great  Use  and  Benefit  to  the 
Good  of  the  People  thereof: 

II.  Be  it  therefore  Enacted,  by  the  Queen's  most  excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  her  Majesty's 
President,  Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the 
Authority  of  the  same,  That  no  Execution  upon  any  Judgment 
obtained  either  in  the  Provincial  or  County  Courts,  or  other 
inferior  Courts  of  Record  within  this  Province,  shall  be  stayed 
or  delayed,  or  any  Supersedeas  upon  such  Judgment  granted, 
or  issued  forth,  upon  any  Appeal  or  Writ  of  Error,  from  any 
such  Court  or  Courts  of  Record  as  aforesaid,  to  the  Court 
before  whom  such  Appeal  ought  to  be  brought,  or  before 
whom  such  Writ  of  Error,  ought  to  be  heard  and  determined, 
unless  such  Person  or  Persons  in  whose  Name  such  Appeal 
or  Writ  of  Error  shall  be  made  or  brought  as  aforesaid,  or 
some  other  in  his,  her,  or  their  Behalf,  shall  immediately  upon 
making  such  Appeal,  or  suing  out  such  Writ  of  Error  as  afore- 
said, enter  into  Bond,  with  sufficient  Sureties,  (such  as  the 
Justices  of  the  Court  by  whom  Judgment  shall  be  given  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  Keeper  of  the  Seal  for  the  Time  being,  to 
whom  Application  shall  be  made  for  such  Writ  of  Error  as 
aforesaid,  shall  approve  of)  in  double  the  Sum  recovered  by 
such  Judgment  obtained  as  aforesaid,  with  Condition, "That  if 
"  the  Party  Appellant,  or  Party  suing  out  such  Writ  of  Error

"  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  pursue  the  Directions  of  this  Act  here-  Bacon 
"  after  mentioned,  at  the  next  Court  ensuing,  before  whom 
"such  Appeal  or  Writ  of  Error  ought  to  be  tried  as  aforesaid, 
"and  prosecute  the  same  Writ  with  Effect;  and  also  Satisfy 
"  and  pay  to  the  said  Party,  his  Executors,  Administrators,  or 
"  Assigns,  in  case  the  said  Judgment  shall  be  affirmed,  as  well 
"  all  and  singular  the  Debts,  Damages  and  Costs  adjudged 
"  by  the  Court  before  whom  such  Action  was  first  brought, 
"  and  from  whose  Judgment  such  Appeal  shall  be  made,  or 
"  thereon  a  Writ  of  Error  brought  as  aforesaid,  as  also  all 
"  Costs  and  Damages  that  shall  be  awarded  by  the  Court 
"  before  whom  such  Appeal  or  Writ  of  Error  shall  be  heard, 
"  tried,  and  determined  as  aforesaid;  then  the  said  Bond  to  be 
"  and  remain  in  full  Force  and  Virtue;  otherwise  of  no  Effect." 

Ill  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  by  and 
with  the  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  no  Person  or 
Persons  whatsoever,  against  whom  any  Judgment  shall  be 
given  in  any  County  Court  of  this  Province,  wherein  the  Debt 
or  Damages  for  which  such  Judgment  shall  be  given,  shall 
have  any  Appeal  or  Writ  of  Error  from  the  said  County 
Courts,  or  other  inferior  Courts  of  Record,  to  the  Provincial 
Court,  wherein  the  Debt  or  Damages  recovered  do  not 
amount  to  the  Sum  of  Six  Pounds  Sterling,  or  Twelve  Hun- 
dred Pounds  of  Tobacco.  And  that  no  Person  or  Persons 
whatsoever,  against  whom  any  Judgment  shall  be  given  in  the 
Provincial  Court  of  this  Province  wherein  the  Debt  or  Dam- 
ages recovered  do  not  exceed  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  Ster- 
ling, or  Ten  Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  shall  be  allowed 
any  Appeal,  or  Writ  of  Error,  to  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
this  Province;  but  the  Judgment  of  the  Justices  of  the  same 
Courts  by  whom  such  Judgment  shall  be  given  as  aforesaid, 
and  thereupon  entered,  shall  be  definitive  for  any  such  Debt 
or  Damages  as  aforesaid;  any  Law,  Usage  or  Custom,  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and 
Consent  aforesaid,  That  the  Method  and  Rule  of  the  Prosecu- 
tion ol  Appeals  and  Writs  of  Error,  shall,  for  the  future,  be 
in  Manner  and  Form  as  is  herein  after  mentioned  and  ex- 
pressed, (That  is  to  say,)  The  Party  appealing,  or  suing  out 
such  Writ  of  Error  as  aforesaid,  shall  procure  a  Transcript  of 
the  full  Proceedings  of  the  said  Court  from  whence  such 
Appeals  shall  be  made,  or  against  whose  Judgment  the  Writ 
of  Error  shall  be  brought  as  aforesaid,  under  the  Hand  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  said  Court,  and  Seal  thereof;  and  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Court  before  whom  such  Appeal 
or  Writ  of  Error  is,  or  ought  to  be  heard,  tried  and  deter- 
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Bacon  mined  as  aforesaid ;  and  also  in  the  same  Court  file,  in 
Writing,  according  to  the  Rule  of  the  same  Court,  such  Error 
in  the  Proceedings,  as  the  Plaintiff  in  the  Writ  of  Error  shall 
think  fit  to  assign,  or  such  Causes  or  Reasons  as  he,  or  they, 
had  for  making  the  said  Appeal,  or  suing  out  such  Writ  of 
Error  as  aforesaid ;  upon  which  Transcript  the  said  Court  to 
whom  such  Appeal  shall  be  made,  or  before  whom  such  Writ 
of  Error  shall  be  brought  as  aforesaid,  shall  proceed  to  give 
Judgment. 

V.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and 
Consent  aforesaid,  That  all  Appeals  made  in  Manner  afore- 
said, shall  be  admitted  and  allowed  by  the  superior  Courts,  to 
whom  such  Appeal  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid,  in  nature  of  a 
Writ  of  Error ;  and  that  every  Clerk  of  a  Court  shall  at  the 
Time  of  the  Sitting  of  any  Court  to  which  they  respectively 
belong,  and  when  any  Appeal  shall  be  demanded,  enter  a 
Memorandum  of  such  Demand,  as  well  in  his  or  their  Courts 
Proceedings,  as  in  the  fair  Records  of  the  Proceedings  of  such 
Court,  And  that  no  Clerk  of  a  Court  do  refuse  or  delay, 
upon  Request  of  any  Appellant  as  aforesaid,  to  write  and 
make  out  a  Transcript  of  the  whole  Proceedings  as  aforesaid, 
under  his  Hand,  and  the  Seal  of  the  Court  as  aforesaid,  upon 
Penalty  to  pay  the  respective  Damages  which  such  Appellant 
shall  Sustain  by  such  Refusal  or  Delay  as  aforesaid,  the  said 
Party  paying,  or  securing  to  be  paid,  such  respective  Clerk 
his  just  Fees  for  the  same,  according  to  Law. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice 
and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  all  Appeals,  or  Writs  of  Error 
already  made  and  brought,  or  hereafter  to  be  made  or  brought, 
before  the  Governor  and  Council,  shall  and  may  be  heard  by 
the  said  Governor  and  Council,  out  of  Assembly  Time ;  any 

-    thing  in  the  same  Writ,  any  other  former  Law  or  Practice  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

VII.  And  for  that  it  may  so  happen,  that  the  Governor  of 
this  Province,  for  the  Time  being,  may  hereafter  be  concerned 
in  an  Appeal  made,  or  Writ  of  Error  brought,  from  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  Provincial  Court,  to  the  Governor  and  Council 
aforesaid,  or  be  otherwise  indisposed,  or  absent;  Be  it  there- 
fore Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid, 
That  it  shall  and  may  be  sufficient,  in  every  such  Case,  for  the 
Council  only  to  hear  and  determine  such  Matters  of  Contro- 
versy; whereof  the  First  of  the  Council  in  Commission  being 
then  present  shall  preside,  whose  Judgment  thereupon  shall 
be  definitive,  in  as  full  and  ample  Manner  as  if  the  said  Gov- 
ernor were  then  actually  present,  and  presiding;  any  thing  in 
this  Act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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VIII.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice  Bacon 
and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  an  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Prov- 
ince, entitled,  An  Act  for  regulating  Writs  of  Error,  and 
granting  Appeals  from  and  to  the  Courts  of  Common  Law, 
within  this  Province,  made  at  a  Session  of  Assembly  begun 
and  held  at  the  City  of  Annapolis,  the  Twenty-eighth  Day  of 
October,  and  ended  November  the  Fifteenth,  in  the  Eleventh 
Year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lady  Queen  Anne,  Anno 
Domini  Seventeen  Hundred  and  Twelve,  is  hereby  utterly 
repealed  and  made  void;  any  thing  in  the  said  Act  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.

An  Act  impowering  the  Justices  of  the  several  County  Courts 
within  this  Province,  to  regulate  the  Bounds  of  the  several 
Parishes  within  their  respective  Counties,  when  disputable ; 
and  for  ascertaining  the  Time  and  Manner,  when  and  how, 
the  Forty  Pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Poll  shall  become  due  and 
payable  to  the  Minister  or  Incumbent  of  each  Parish. 

Forasmuch  as  it  hath  been  represented  to  this  General 
Assembly,  that  for  Want  of  due  Care  in  the  first  Division  of 
the  several  Parishes  within  this  Province,  the  Bounds  of  many 
of  the  said  Parishes  remain  very  uncertain  and  disputable, 
which  heretofore  hath  been,  and  hereafter  may  be,  the  Occasion 
of  many  Debates  and  Controversies,  as  well  between  the 
several  Incumbents,  as  the  Vestries  of  such  Parishes:  For 
Prevention  whereof  for  the  future; 

II.  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  her  Majesty's  Presi- 
dent, Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the  Authority 
of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  End  of  this  present  Ses- 
sion of  Assembly,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Justices 
of  the  several  County  Courts  within  this  Province,  or  the 
major  Part  of  them,  where  the  Bounds  of  any  Parish,  or  Par- 
ishes, within  their  respective  Counties  are  uncertain,  or  ambig- 
uously expressed,  to  ascertain  and  regulate  them  for  the 
future,  and  after  having  so  done,  to  cause  their  Proceedings 
therein  to  be  enter'd  in  the  Records  of  their  County  Courts, 
there  to  remain  for  the  satisfaction  of  those  that  at  any  Time 
hereafter  shall  have  Occasion  to  have  Recourse  thereunto. 

III.  And  whereas  some  Parishes  are  so  divided,  as  that  they 
are  partly  contained  in  Two  Counties;  Be  it  therefore  Enacted 
by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Con- 
sent aforesaid,  That  in  every  such  Case,  the  Justices  of  that 
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Bacon  County  Court,  wherein  the  disputable  Bounds  of  such  Parish 
is  contained,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  shall  determine  the 
same;  and  cause  such  their  Determination  to  be  entered  in 
the  Records  of  their  County  Court  as  aforesaid. 

IV.  And  whereas  it  appears  to  this  General  Assembly,  that 
there  is  not  as  yet  any  Provision  made  by  any  Law  of  this 
Province,  when,  or  after  what  Manner  the  Forty  Pounds  of 
Tobacco  per  Poll  shall  become  due,  and  payable  to  the  Minis- 
ters or  Incumbents  of  the  several  Parishes  within  this  Province; 
which,  heretofore,  hath  been  the  Occasion  of  many  Disputes; 
Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and  Consent 
aforesaid,  That  when  any  Minister  shall,  at  any  Time  here- 
after, be  lawfully  admitted  or  inducted  into  any  Parish  within 
this  Province,  he  shall  not  (by  virtue  of  such  his  Admission  or 
Induction)  have,  demand,  or  receive,  from  the  Vestry  of  such 
Parish,  the  whole  Forty  Pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Poll  for  that 
Year  in  which  he  is  admitted  or  inducted;  but  only  such  pro- 
portionable Part  of  the  same  as  shall  be  found  to  be  his  Due, 
computing  the  Time  from  the  Day  of  his  Induction,  to  the 
Time  of  laying  the  next  Levy  for  the  County  in  which  his 
Parish  lies.  And  when  it  shall  so  happen  that  any  Minister 
or  Incumbent  who  hath  been  a  Resident  in  any  Parish  within 
this  Province,  shall  die,  or  remove  out  of  his  Parish,  then 
and  in  such  Cases,  the  Vestry  of  that  Parish  wherein  he  was 
Incumbent,  shall,  at  the  Time  of  the  Laying  the  next  Levy  for 
their  County,  pay  to  such  Minister  if  he  be  alive,  or  to  his 
Executors  or  Administrators  if  he  be  dead,  such  proportiona- 
ble Part  of  the  Forty  Pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Poll,  as  shall  be 
due  to  him  for  such  Part  of  the  Year  as  he  continued  in  the 
said  Parish,  computing  the  same  from  the  Time  of  the  Laying 
the  last  Levy  for  the  said  County,  until  the  Time  of  such  his 
Death  or  Removal.  And  if  any  Minister  or  Incumbent,  that 
shall  at  any  Time  hereafter  be  admitted  or  inducted  into  any 
Parish  within  this  Province,  shall  die,  or  remove  again  out  of 
the  same,  before  any  Levy  be  laid  in  that  County  where  the 
said  Parish  lies;  then,  the  Vestry  of  the  said  Parish,  shall,  at 
the  Time  of  the  Laying  the  next  Levy  in  their  County,  pay  to 
such  Minister  if  he  be  alive,  to  his  Executors  or  Administrators 
if  he  be  dead,  so  much  of  the  Forty  Pounds  of  Tobacco  per 
Poll,  as  shall  be  due  to  him,  computing  the  same  from  the 
Time  of  his  Admission  or  Induction,  to  the  Time  of  his 
Death,  or  Removal,  and  no  more;  any  Law,  Statute,  or  Cus- 
tom, to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

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An  Act  for  Killing  of  Wolves,  Crows,  and  Squirrels.  Baskett 

p.  68 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  Her  Majesty's  President, 
Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the  Authority  of 
the  same,  That  hereafter,  for  the  Encouragement  of  the  In- 
habitants of  this  Province,  Her  Majesty's  Subjects,  their  Ser- 
vants, and  Slaves,  to  take  some  Pains,  and  make  it  their 
Business  to  destroy  Wolves,  that  the  Sum  of  Three  hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco  be  allowed  to  every  such  Inhabitant,  that 
shall  bring  a  Wolf's  Head  to  any  Justice  of  Peace  in  that 
County-Levy  where  the  Wolf  was  killed  :  And  the  Justice  of 
Peace  shall  cause  the  Tongue  to  be  cut  out,  that  it  may  not  be 
presented  again. 

And  if  an  Indian  brings  a  Wolf's  Head  to  any  Justice  of 
Peace,  he  shall  have  for  his  Satisfaction,  Three  hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco,  which  shall  be  satisfied  out  of  the  County 
Levy  where  the  Wolf  was  killed  :  And  every  Justice  of  Peace 
is  required  to  make  the  Encouragement  allowed  the  Indians 
as  effectual  as  he  can. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and 
Consent  aforesaid,  That  every  Person  that  shall  bring,  or 
cause  to  be  brought  to  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  in  any  County 
within  this  Province,  the  Head  of  a  Crow,  with  a  perfect  Bill, 
shall  be  allowed  from  the  County,  where  any  such  Crows  were 
killed,  the  Sum  of  Six  Pounds  of  Tobacco;  and  the  Justice  of 
Peace,  before  whom  such  Crow's  Head  shall  be  brought,  shall 
cause  the  Bill  to  be  cut  off  to  prevent  the  Deceit  of  Twice,  or 
oftner,  Paying  therefore;  and  shall  give  to  the  Person  bring- 
ing the  same  a  Receipt  therefore,  which  Receipt  shall  be 
sufficient  Authority  for  the  Person  claiming  thereby,  to  de- 
mand, at  the  next  Levy  Court,  so  much  Tobacco,  as  the  Crows 
Heads  amount  to  at  the  Rate  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  any  Person, 
that  shall  kill  any  Squirrel  or  Squirrels,  after  the  End  of  this 
Session  of  Assembly,  shall,  upon  the  producing  the  Head  or 
Heads  of  such  Squirrel  or  Squirrels  to  a  Justice  of  Peace  in 
the  County  where  such  Squirrel  or  Squirrels  shall  be  killed, 
and  producing  a  Certificate  thereof  from  such  Justice,  be 
allowed  for  killing  every  such  Squirrel,  the  Sum  of  Four 
Pounds  of  Tobacco,  in  the  County  Levy,  that  shall  be  laid  for 
such  County  after  the  Date  of  such  Certificate ;  and  that  the 
Justice,  that  shall  give  such  Certificate,  shall,  immediately 
upon  giving  the  same,  cut  the  Ears  from  off  each  Squirrel's 
Head,  that  shall  be  so  produced  to  him,  to  prevent  double 
Allowance  for  one  and  the  same  Head.     The  Tobacco  arising 
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Baskett  due  for  the  several  Services  aforementioned,  to  be  raised  and 
assessed  upon  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County,  where  such  Ser- 
vices shall  be  done,  by  the  Justices  thereof,  at  the  Time  of  the 
Laying  the  County  Levy,  and  by  them  to  be  ordered  to  whom 
due.  And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid, 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  One  Act 
of  Assembly  of  this  Province,  made  at  a  General  Assembly 
held  at  the  City  of  Annapolis  the  Twenty  eighth  Day  of 
October,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  Seventeen  hundred  and 
twelve,  Intituled,  An  Act  for  Killing  Squirrels,  and  every 
Article,  Matter,  Clause,  and  Thing  therein  contained,  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby  utterly  Repealed  and  made  Void. 
Pass'd  November  14th  171 3. 


p.  7°  An  Act  to  restrain  the  ill  Practice  used  by  Sheriffs  in  taking 
Goods  by  Fieri  facias,  and  selling  them  by  Venditioni 
exponas. 

Whereas  many  the  good  People  of  this  Province  have  of 
late  been  greatly  damnified  and  abused  in  their  Estates  by 
Sheriffs,  who,  upon  Receipt  of  any  Fieri  facias,  or  Attachment 
issued  out  of  the  Courts  of  this  Province,  take,  by  Virtue  of 
such  Writs,  great  Quantities  of  Goods,  more  than  will  satisfie 
the  Debt,  Damages  and  Cost  in  such  Writs  mentioned,  and 
keep  them  a  long  Time  in  their  Custody,  under  pretence  of 
want  of  Buyers;  whereupon  it  often  happens,  upon  the  Return 
of  the  said  Sheriffs,  that  Writs  of  Venditioni  exponas  are 
issued,  commanding  them  to  put  the  said  Goods  to  Sale, 
which  for  the  most  part  hath  been  done  privately,  and  Goods 
of  great  Value  have  not  been  sold  for  the  Tenth  Part  of  their 
Value,  to  the  great  Loss  of  both  the  Debtor  and  Creditor,  and 
to  the  Ruin  of  some  Families;  For  the  Prevention  whereof  for 
the  future,  and  to  ascertain  a  Way  and  Method  whereby  the 
Sheriffs  of  this  Province  may  securely  Act  in  Writs  of  the  like 
Nature,  more  to  the  Benefit  and  Advantage  of  both  Debtor 
and  Creditor,  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the  Au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  End  of  this 
present  Session  of  Assembly  if  any  Writ  of  Fieri  facias  shall 
be  delivered  to  any  Sheriff  of  this  Province,  if  the  Defendant, 
where  the  Judgment  is  against  him  for  his  proper  Debt  or 
Cost,  will  upon  Oath  shew  all  his  Personal  Estate,  or  (where 
Judgment  is  rendred  against  him  as  an  Executor  or  Adminis- 
trator) shew  all  the  Personal  Estate  of  the  Deceased,  in  his 
Hands  unadministred,  to  the  Sheriff  or  his  Deputy,  so  that 
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the  Sheriff  may  levy  such  Part  thereof,  as  the  Creditor  or  Baskett 
Plaintiff,  or  his  Attorney  in  Fact  or  in  Law,  shall  direct,  such 
Sheriff  shall,  within  Three  Days  at  farthest,  cause  such  Goods 
so  taken  to  be  appraised  by  Four  substantial  Freeholders  of 
his  County,  Two  of  them  to  be  named  by  the  Plaintiff,  or  his 
Attorney  at  Law  or  in  Fact,  and  Two  by  the  Defendant,  and 
who  are  neither  of  Kin  to  the  Plaintiff  or  Defendant,  Creditor 
or  Debtor ;  who,  upon  their  Oaths  to  be  administred  to  them 
by  the  said  Sheriff,  shall  indifferently  and  justly  value  and 
appraise  the  said  Goods  and  Chattels  so  taken  in  Execution  : 
And  the  Sheriff  thereupon  shall  give  Notice  to  the  Creditor, 
or  his  Attorney  at  Law  or  in  Fact,  of  the  Value  of  the  said 
Goods ;  and  also  at  the  most  publick  Places  in  his  County  give 
Notice,  That,  at  a  certain  Day  and  Place  by  him  to  be  ap- 
pointed, not  longer  than  Ten  Days  after  such  Appraisement, 
such  and  so  many  Goods  of  such  Value  are  to  be  publickly  p.  71 
sold;  and  the  said  Sheriff  shall  by  way  of  Outcry  sell  the  same 
to  such  Buyer  as  will  give  most  for  them,  in  part  or  in  whole, 
not  being  less  than  what  such  Goods  were  appraised  and 
valued  at,  as  aforesaid :  And  if  no  Buyers  offer  at  such  Time 
and  Place,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for' the  said  Sheriff  to 
deliver  so  much  of  the  said  Goods,  as  will  amount  unto  the 
Debt  and  Cost  in  such  Execution,  or  Writ  of  Venditioni 
exponas  mentioned,  to  the  Plaintiff,  or  his  Attorney  at  Law  or 
in  Fact,  in  Discharge  of  such  Debt  and  Cost:  And  the  said 
Plaintiff  or  Creditor  shall,  and  is  hereby  obliged  to  accept  and 
take  the  same  at  such  Appraisement  and  Value,  as  aforesaid, 
in  Satisfaction  of  so  much  of  his  Debt,  Damage,  or  Cost,  as 
such  Goods  amount  unto;  and  if  any  Creditor  or  Plaintiff,  or 
his  Attorney  in  Fact  or  Law,  shall  refuse  or  deny  to  accept 
and  take  the  same,  such  Sheriff  is  hereby  authorized  and 
impowered  to  retain  in  his  Hands,  at  such  Plaintiffs  or  Credi- 
tor's proper  Risque,  so  much  of  the  said  Goods,  as  will  Satisfie 
the  same,  for  such  Plaintiff's  or  Creditor's  Use,  who  shall  pay 
to  such  Sheriff  all  Costs  and  Charges  he  shall  be  at  in  keeping 
and  securing  such  Goods  or  Chattels ;  and  the  said  Plaintiff 
or  Creditor  shall  have  no  other  Action  against  such  Sheriff, 
than  only  for  such  Goods  and  Chattels  so  taken  and  retained, 
as  aforesaid :  And  such  Sheriff  shall  give  a  full  and  sufficient 
Discharge  to  such  Debtor  for  so  much  of  the  Debt  and  Cost, 
as  such  Goods  by  such  Appraisement  shall  amount  unto, 
which  shall  be  a  sufficient  Bar  against  such  Plaintiff  or  Cred- 
itor, and  perpetually  bar  and  hinder  him  from  taking  out  any 
other  Execution  against  the  Body,  Goods  or  Chattels,  Lands 
or  Tenements,  of  such  Debtor,  whose  Goods  and  Chattels,  as 
aforesaid,  have  been  taken  in  Execution,  as  aforesaid;  Any 
Law,  Statute,  Usage,  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing.

Baskett  Provided  always,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  extend,  or 
be  construed  to  extend,  to  impower  any  Sheriff  to  levy,  by 
Virtue  of  any  Fieri  facias  for  any  Debt  or  Damage  recovered 
against  any  Executor  or  Administrator,  any  Negro  or  other 
Slave,  Plate  or  Jewels,  reserv'd  in  Favour  of  Orphans  by  the 
Act  for  better  Administration  of  Justice  in  Probat  of  Wills, 
and  granting  Administrations,  &c  but  that  the  Sheriffs  shall 
be,  and  are  hereby  obliged  to  follow  the  Directions  of  that 
Act  touching  such  Negroes  and  Slaves,  Plate  and  Jewels;  Any 
thing  in  this  Act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
Pass'd  November  14th  171 3.

Mr  Philemon  Lloyd  &  Ll  Col  Richard  Tilghman  were  sent 
to  the  Delegates  to  tell  them  His  Excellency  the  Governour  p.  883 
in  her  Majestys  name  commanded  Mr  Speaker  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Delegates  to  attend  him  in  Council 

The  said  Gentlemen  return  &  say  they  delivered  their 
Message. 

Mr  Speaker  &  the  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates 
came  &  attended  his  Excellency  in  Council,  To  whom  he  was 
pleased  to  make  the  following  Speech 

Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly 

The  Province  of  Maryland  depending  entirely  upon  Trade 
It  will  naturally  fall  under  your  Consideration  to  Support  and 
improve  it  by  reviving  those  good  Laws  which  are  already 
made  and  by  proposing  such  others  as  may  Encourage  the 
iudustrious  planter  to  recover  the  great  Losses  he  has  sus- 
tained during  the  long  Course  of  a  consuming  War. 

The  sad  Effects  of  which  are  but  too  obvious  in  the  ruin  of 
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u.  h.  j.  many  Familys  of  this  Province  &  has  sensibly  affected  the 
Fortunes  of  much  the  greatest  number  of  its  Inhabitants 

But  thanks  be  to  God !  the  pious  Endeavours  of  our  most 
excellent  Queen  and  the.  indefatigable  labours  of  her  wise 
ministers  are  blessed  with  the  Conclusion  of  an  happy  peace. 
Your  Ships  are  now  no  more  exposed  to  the  Rapine  of  a 
foreign  Enemy  Your  Trade  is  free  &  open  so  that  if  you  are 
not  wanting  to  your  Selves  you  have  a  fair  occasion  of  restoring 
p.  884  this  province  to  its  former  flourishing  Condition,  under  the 
Influence  of  her  Majesty's  Auspicious  Government  and  the 
direction  of  a  ministry  zealously  disposed  to  cultivate  the 
Arts  of  peace  nor  shall  any  thing  be  omitted  on  my  part  (with 
the  Blessing  of  Providence)  which  may  contribute  to  the 
Welfare  &  Interest  of  the  Province  whilst  I  have  the  Honour 
to  remain  in  this  Station  which  I  owe  to  her  Majesty's  royal 
Bounty 

Gentlemen,  I  am  commanded  by  her  Majesty  to  lay  several 
Instructions  before  you  relating  to  the  good  Government  of 
this  Province  which  I  have  committed  to  Writing  &  will  send 
down  to  the  House  for  their  perusal 

After  which  Mr  Speaker  and  the  members  of  the  House  of 
Delegates  took  leave  &  returned  to  their  house. 

His  Excellency  having  caused  the  Several  recommendations 
of  her  Majesty's  royal  Commands  by  himself  designed  to  be 
laid  before  the  House  of  Delegates  to  be  read  &  communi- 
cated to  the  Board  Viz. 

By  his  Excellency  the  Governour 
June  the  2  2d  1714 
Gentlemen 

I  am  commanded  by  her  most  Sacred  Majesty  in  the  first 
place  to  recommend  to  your  Care  the  due  Support  &  observ- 
ance of  Religion  as  by  Law  Established,  that  all  Debauchery 
Drunkenness  Swearing  &  Blasphemy  may  be  discountenanced 
&  punished  and  therefore  if  you  have  not  Laws  Sufficient  to 
Suppress  and  prevent  the  like  Immoralitys  you  may  depend 
p.  885  upon  my  ready  Concurrence  with  you  in  such  Measures  as 
you  shall  advise  may  be  conducing  thereto,  Nothing  being 
more  acceptable  or  agreeable  to  her  Majesty's  pious  Inclina- 
tions than  promoting  the  Honour  &  Service  of  Almighty  God 
or  likely  to  derive  a  Blessing  on  Yourselves  and  Posterity 

Her  Majesty  has  commanded  me  if  It  be  not  already  done 
to  recommend  to  you  the  passing  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  for 
restraining  any  inhumane  Severitys  by  ill  masters  or  overseers 
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towards  their  Christian  Servants  and  Slaves  And  that  pro-  u.  h.  j. 
vision  may  be  made  therein  that  the  wilful  killing  of  Indians 
&  negros  may  be  punished  with  Death  and  that  a  fit  penalty 
may  be  imposed  for  the  maiming  them. 

By  this  you  will  observe  not  only  how  extensive  her  Maj- 
esty's Care  is,  to  the  meanest  of  her  poor  Subjects  but  even 
to  all  others  who  are  so  happy  as  to  come  under  any  part  of 
her  Dominions  and  how  extreamly  she  resents  any  such  Bar- 
baritys 

Her  Majesty  requires  me  to  recommend  to  you  the  raising 
Stocks  and  building  publick  Work  Houses  in  convenient 
places  for  the  Employment  of  poor  indigent  People  which  I 
cannot  but  believe  is  absolutely  necessary  not  only  to  restrain  , 
idle  vagabonds  but  to  prevent  their  being  burthensome  to 
their  Several  Parishes  or  Countys 

Gentlemen,  I  have  it  in  Charge  to  recommend  to  you  to 
raise  such  further  supplys  from  Time  to  Time  as  may  be 
Sufficient  for  defraying  the  necessary  Charges  of  this  her  p-  886 
Majesty's  Government  the  want  whereof  may  on  the  least 
Emergency  be  very  prejudicial  to  the  publick.  You  are  very 
particularly  Encouraged  hereto  by  her  Majesty's  gracious 
permission  &  Direction  that  the  accounts  thereof  are  always 
to  be  laid  before  you.  And  to  the  End  the  Arms  already  in 
the  Country  and  hereafter  to  be  purchased  for  the  use  & 
defence  thereof  may  be  better  preserved  &  kept  ready  fixed 
on  all  occasions  of  Service,  Her  Majesty  commands  me  to 
recommend  to  your  Care  and  Consideration  that  fitt  Store- 
houses be  Settled  through  the  Province  for  receiving  and 
keeping  the  Arms  Ammunition  and  other  publick  Stores 

In  order  to  the  better  Administration  of  Justice  It  is  her 
Majesty's  pleasure  I  should  recommend  to  you  the  passing  a 
Law  (if  It  is  not  already  done)  wherein  shall  be  sett  the  Value 
of  Men's  Estates  either  Goods  or  Lands  under  which  they 
shall  not  be  capable  of  Serving  as  Jurors 

I  have  it  further  in  command  from  her  Majesty  to  propose 
An  Act  to  be  passed  in  this  Assembly  whereby  the  Creditors 
of  Persons  becoming  Bankrupts  in  the  Kingdom  of  Great 
Brittain  and  having  Estates  in  this  Province  may  be  relieved 
&  Satisfyed  for  the  Debts  owing  them 

Gentlemen,  I  think  it  absolutely  necessary  I  should  acquaint 
you  I  am  strictly  enjoined  by  her  most  Sacred  Majesty's  royal 
Instructions  not  to  pass  any  Law  or  do  any  Act  by  Grant  p.  887 
Settlem'  or  otherwise  whereby  her  Revenue  may  be  lessened 
or  impaired 

I  am  further  to  acquaint  you  that  whereas  several  Laws 
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u.  h.  j.  have  of  late  been  passed  in  this  her  Majesty's  province  re- 
lating to  protested  Bills  of  Exchange  to  the  relief  of  poor 
Debtors  &  which  Laws  have  been  injurious  to  the  Property  of 
her  Subjects  residing  in  Great  Britain  and  which  for  the 
Reasons  laid  before  her  Majesty  by  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Lords  Commrs  of  Trade  &  Plantations  she  thought  fit  to 
repeal 

Her  Majesty's  will  &  Pleasure  is  that  for  the  future  I  do 
not  pass  or  give  my  assent  to  any  Act  of  Assembly  wherein 
the  Property  of  her  Majesty's  Subjects  residing  in  Great  Brit- 
tain  shall  be  any  ways  Concerned  Unless  there  be  an  express 
proviso  in  the  said  Law  that  the  same  shall  not  be  in  force  in 
this  Province  till  after  the  Expiration  of  Eighteen  months  in 
time  of  War  and  twelve  months  in  Time  of  Peace 

To  the  End  her  Majesty's  pleasure  may  be  known  upon 
such  a  Law  before  it  be  put  in  Execution  here 

They  were  unanimously  thought  fitt  &  Advised  to  be  forth- 
with sent  to  the  House  which  was  done  accordingly  by  Col 
Lloyd  Col  Holland  Col  Coursey  Col  Addison  Mr  Lloyd  & 
Mr  Tilghman  who  went  and  returned  and  said  they  had  deliv- 
ered their  Message  to  the  Speaker 

Mr  Tyler  and  Mr  Hoskins  brought  from  the  House  as  fol- 
loweth  Viz.

ble  Col  Holland  Chief  Justice  of  the  Provincial  Court  He  took

The  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Proprietary's  Interest  being 
concerned  in  this  Petition  Mr  Charles  Carrol  his  Lordship's 
Agent  had  notice  to  offer  what  he  had  to  say  in  this  matter 
who  informed  his  Excellency  and  the  Board  that  while  the 
Lord  Proprietor  had  the  Government  in  his  Hands,  Ships  that 
came  from  Virginia  with  Tob°  there  Laden  on  board  them 
P.  903  did  not  use  to  pay  any  Dutys  here  for  those  Tobaccos,  but 
having  heard  the  Virginians  have  obliged  Ships  who  have 
taken  part  of  their  loading  in  this  Province  to  pay  Dutys  for 
that  Tobacco  again  in  Virginia  tho  he  cannot  instance  the 
particular  Cases,  he  knows  not  how  this  Government  can  pre- 
vent their  so  doing;  unless  by  using  the  Laws  of  Retaliation  ;

Care  to   put  some  in  better  order  &  Decency     Glebes  are 
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u.  h.  j.  Various  in  some  very  good,  in  some  very  bad  in  some  none 
at  all.  We  cannot  but  aver  that  most  of  our  Parishes  have 
but  a  very  bare  Competency  which  we  are  ready  to  make  out 
by  Enumerating  particulars  &  appealing  to  your  Excellency 
the  Honble  Council  and  all  the  World. 

p.  906  We  beg  your  Excellency's  Leave  to  add  a  Word  concerning

Artie  6th  There  is  a  Table  of  Marriages  in  every  Church 
and  there  is  a  severe  Law  to  prevent  incestuous  marriages 

p.  907  To  the  7th  and  last  Article  which  truly  we  regard  as  of  the 
utmost  Consequence  in  Religion  we  say  we  have  and  shall 
use  our  best  Endeavours  in  the  Exercise  of  our  Functions  to 
discountenance  the  Sin  of  Drunkness  Swearing  and  Blasphemy 
and  We  pray  your  Excellency  to  enjoin  the  civil  Magistrates 
to  see  the  wholsome  Laws  of  this  Province  Executed  in  order 
to  suppress  them  more  Effectually.

The  Petitioners  against  the  Bill  for  Easm1  of  the  Inhabitants 
in  the  Prosecution  of  Suits  at  Law  being  heard,  And  first  Mr 
Charles  Carrol  urged  that  the  Scope  of  the  Bill  infringed  the 
Prerogative  in  Limitting  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Provincial 
Court 

That  It  takes  from  the  power  Majesty  has  granted  to  his 
Excellency  the  Governour  to  Erect  Courts  here 

That  the  Inconveniencies  in  applying  to  the  County  Courts 
for  Justice  are  very  great  &  many 

First  there  is  a  great  Gap  for  partiality  in  admitting  Causes 
to  be  tryed  in  the  County  Courts  amongst  the  Debtors  Rela- 
tions and  Friends 

That  the  Attornys  practising  in  the  County  Courts  are  not 
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to  be  defended  upon,  nor  the  Judgements  of  those  Courts,  u.  h.  j.

That  tho  the  Law  has  been  once  sent  to  England  and 
nothing  offered  against  it  yet  the  Trade  is  visibly  Attacked  by 
this  Bill,  For  that  after  the  Merchants  have  created  Debts  in 
this  Province  they  must  be  obliged  to  employ  twelve  Agents 
Viz.  one  in  every  County  of  the  Province  to  attend  the  several 
County  Courts.

That  the  Act  of  Limitation  being  so  short  often  barred  the 
Action  before  a  due  prosecution  could  be  made  in  the  distant 
County  Courts 

That  the  lessening  the  Practice  of  the  Lawyers  in  the  Pro- 
vincial Court  was  a  great  discouragem'  to  Learning  in  this 
Province  and  of  Vast  prejudice  to  the  Attornys  practising  in 
that  Court. 

Then  the  Honble  Philemon  Lloyd  Esqr  Deputy  Secretary  of 
this  her  Majesty's  Province  Standing  up  at  the  Board  to  this 
Effect,  That  it  was  not  the  Fees  or  Costs  of  Suit  Expended 
in  the  Provincial  Court  but  the  Debts  People  lay  under  that 
obliged  them  to  leave  their  Habitations  and  desert  the  Prov- 
ince. So  that  their  being  sued  in  the  Provincial  Court  where 
they  were  only  put  to  some  few  hundred  pounds  of  Tob°  more 
in  Cost  of  Suit  was  not  the  Aggrievance,  therefore  hoped  if 
the  Allegations  in  the  Bill  are  not  found  true  his  Excellency  p. 918 
and  this  Board  will  not  consent  to  lessen  the  Jurisdiction  of 
the  Provincial  Court  wherein  he  conceives  her  Majesty's 
Prerogative  is  concerned 

And  insisted  on  the  Constitution  of  England  that  the  Juris-

It  was  then  reported  &  resolved  by  the  House  as  an  Ag- 
grievance  that  Several  places  of  proffit  within  this  Province 
were  in  the  hands  of  one  person  which  Offices  would  be  better 
Officiated  &  Business  better  done  &  sooner  dispatched  if  the 
places  were  in  the  Hands  of  Several  persons  and  be  sufficient 
to  maintain  them  besides  It  is  a  great  discouragem1  to  the 
several  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  who  are  well  qualifyed 
for  such  places  that  Persons  less  deserving  &  not  qualifyed 
according  to  Law  hold  places  of  proffitt  and  many  times  one  p.  937 
person  Several  Offices 

Also  It  was  then  reported  to  and  resolved  by  the  same 
House  as  an  Aggrievance  that  places  of  Trust  &  Proffitt, 
especially  the  Sherriffs  Office  had  then  been  Sold  to  such 
persons  as  would  give  most  mony  or  Tob°  for  them,  Whereby 
Several  Persons  have  been  commissionated  that  are  very  un- 
capable  and  not  qualifyed  and  of  too  mean  Capacitys  and 
Estates  to  Execute  &  perform  their  Dutys  and  Offices,  And 
the  Inhabitants  much  thereby  aggrieved  and  Oppressed  and 
very  Slender  Securitys  given  for  performing  their  Offices 
whereby  great  Losses  have  and  were  then  likely  to  happen  to

Which  were  then  unanimously  resolved  by  the  House  to  be 
Aggrievances  and  thereupon  a  Conference  was  prayed  by  the 
House  that  some  Members  of  her  Majesty's  honble  Committee 
might  join  with  some  members  of  that  House  to  consider  of 
a  proper  Method  to  redress  them.

Office  together  with  any  other  Office  or  place  of  proffitt  beside 
It  is  an  Aggrievance  and  that  the  House  of  Delegates  should 
address  the  Council  Board  to  redress  it  as  far  as  in  them  lyes 
p.  938  And  as  to  that  which  relates  to  the  Sherriffs  &  others  buying 
Offices  the  Conferees  then  agred  It  was  a  great  Aggrievance 
And  It  was  then  the  Opinion  of  the  Conferees  that  for  the 
future  the  Justices  of  the  County  Courts  in  March  Court  be- 
fore the  Sherriffs  time  expires  shall  nominate  two  or  three 
persons  for  Sherriffs  out  of  which  the  Governour  &  Council 
should  appoint  one  for  sherriffe. 

We  further  humbly  report  to  the  House  that  those  two  seem 
to  be  the  only  Aggrievances  amongst  all  that  were  then 
Offered  that  now  require  Redress  Both  which  we  are  of  opin- 
ion are  still  Aggrievances  to  the  Province.  And  It  is  further 
Offered  as  an  Aggrievance  to  this  Committee  that  for  want 
of  an  Effectual  Redress  of  that  which  relates  to  the  Sherriffs 
who  are  as  it  were  the  several  County  Treasurers  &  on  whose 
Credit  &  good  Demeanr  depends  the  Credit  &  Interest  of  all 
those  that  Act  in  publick  Stations  as  well  as  of  all  the  other 
Inhabitants  of  the  Province,  And  which  therefore  calls  for  a 
most  Speedy  &  Effectual  Redress 

There  have  happened  very  great  Burthens  and  Inconve- 
niencies  to  many  of  the  Countys  in  this  Province  particularly  to 
Ann  Arundel  County  from  whom  It  has  been  offered  that  the 
present  Sherriff  has  farmed  or  made  over  the  proffitts  of  his 
Office  contrary  to  the  form  of  the  Statutes  of  England  in  such 
Cases  provided  that  he  is  very  dilatory  &  Slack  in  payments 
And  refuses  to  accept  notes  drawn  upon  him  by  those  that 
p.  939  have  publick  Allowances  in  his  Hands  unless  he  has  a  Sallary 
or  Gratuity  for  so  doing  which  no  other  Sherriffe  in  Maryland 
has  ever  yet  been  known  to  scruple,  And  has  generally  made 
those  concerned  with  him  for  Tob°  so  uneasy  with  him  in  his 
payments  that  the  price  of  all  publick  or  County  Allowances 
of  tobacco  in  his  Hands  has  been  much  lessened  to  the  great 
Damage  of  all  the  Inhabitants  but  especially  the  poor  Pen- 
sioners 

That  tho  the  Act  of  Assembly  limitts  the  Continuance  of 
Sherriffs  to  three  years  and  no  longer  yet  by  such  clandestine 
Secret  underhand  practices  the  same  person  continues  Sherriff 
in  all  respects  but  Title  for  many  years  together  and  by  that 
means  continues  his  uneasiness  to  the  People. 

All  which  things  we  find  tend  very  much  to  the  lessening

After  which  his  Excellency  declared  that  with  the  Advice  of 
her  Majesty's  Honbie  Council  He  thought  fit  to  prorogue  this 
General  Assembly  till  the  fifth  day  of  October  next  to  which 
time  they  were  accordingly  prorogued 

Thus  Ended  this  Session  of  Assembly  3d  July  1714.

Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly 

The  Province  of  Maryland  depending  entirely  upon  Trade 
it  will  naturally  fall  under  your  Consideration  to  support  and 
improve  it  by  reviving  those  good  Laws  which  are  already 
made  and  by  proposing  such  others  as  may  encourage  the  in- 
dustrious Planter  to  recover  those  great  Losses  which  he  has 
sustained  during  the  long  Course  of  a  consuming  War,  The 
sad  Effects  of  which  are  but  too  obvious  in  the  Ruin  of  many 
Families  of  this  Province  and  has  sensibly  affected  the  Fortunes 
of  much  the  greatest  Number  of  it's  Inhabitants.  But  Thanks 
be  to  God  the  pious  Endeavours  of  our  most  excellent  Queen 
and  the  indefatigable  Labour  of  her  wise  Ministry  are  blessed 
with  the  Conclusion  of  a  happy  Peace.  Your  Ships  are  now 
no  more  exposed  to  the  Rapine  of  a  foreign  Enemy,  your 
Trade  is  free  and  open,  so  that  if  you  are  not  wanting  to  your- 
selves you  have  a  fair  Occasion  of  restoring  this  Province  to 
it's  former  flourishing  Condition  under  the  Influence  of  her 
Majesty's  auspicious  Government  and  the  Directions  of  her 
Ministry  zealously  disposed  to  cultivate  the  Arts  of  Peace. 

Nor  shall  any  Thing  be  omitted  on  my  Part  with  the  Blessing 
of  Providence  which  may  contribute  to  the  Welfare  and  In- 
terest of  the  Province  whilst  I  have  the  Honour  to  remain  in 
this  Station  which  I  owe  to  her  Majesty's  Royal  Bounty. 

Gentlemen,  I  am  commanded  by  her  Majesty  to  lay  several 
Instructions  before  you  relating  to  the  good  Government  of 
this  Province  which  I  have  committed  to  writing  and  will  send 
down  to  your  House  for  your  Perusal.

lency  the  Governor  which  were  ordered  to  be  entered  as 
follows  Viz. 

By  his  Excellency  the  Governor  &ca 
June  22d  1714 
Gentlemen, 

I  am  commanded  by  her  most  Sacred  Majesty  in  the  first 
Place  to  recommend  to  your  Care  the  due  Support  and  Observ- 
ance of  our  Religion  as  by  Law  established :  That  all  Drunk-  p.  431 
enness,  Debauchery,  Swearing  and  Blasphemy  may  be  discoun- 
tenanced and  punished ;  and  therefore  if  you  have  not  Laws 
already  sufficient  to  suppress  and  prevent  the  like  Immoralities 
you  may  depend  on  my  ready  Concurrence  with  you  in  such 
Measures  as  may  be  conducing  thereto;  nothing  being  more 
acceptable  or  agreeable  to  her  Majesty's  pious  Inclinations 
than  promoting  the  Honour  and  Service  of  Almighty  God  or 
likelier  to  derive  a  Blessing  on  yourselves  and  Posterity.  Her 
Majesty  has  commanded  me  if  it  be  not  already  done  to  recom- 
mend to  you  the  passing  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  for  the 
Restraining  of  any  inhumane  Severities  which  may  be  used 
by  ill  Masters  or  Overseers  towards  their  Christian  Servants 
and  Slaves ;  and  that  Provision  may  be  made  therein  that  the 
wilful  Killing  of  Indians  and  Negroes  may  be  punished  with 
Death  and  that  a  fit  Penalty  may  be  imposed  for  the  maiming 
of  them.  By  this  you  will  see  how  extensive  her  Majesty's 
tender  Care  is  not  only  to  the  meanest  of  her  poor  Subjects 
but  even  to  all  others  who  are  so  happy  as  to  come  under  any 
Part  of  her  Dominions,  and  how  extreamly  she  resents  any 
such  Barbarities. 

Her  Majesty  requires  me  to  recommend  to  you  the  raising 
of  Stocks  and  building  of  publick  Workhouses  in  convenient 
Places  for  the  employing  poor  indigent  People  which  I  cannot 
but  believe  is  absolutely  necessary  not  only  to  restrain  idle 
Vagabonds  but  prevent  their  being  burthensome  to  their 
several  Parishes  or  Counties. 

Gentlemen,  I  have  in  Charge  from  her  Majesty  to  recom- 
mend to  you  to  raise  such  further  Supplies  from  Time  to  Time 
as  may  be  sufficient  for  defraying  the  necessary  Charges  of 
this  her  Government,  The  want  whereof  may  upon  the  least 
Emergencies  be  very  prejudicial  to  the  Public.  You  are  very 
particularly  encouraged  hereto  by  her  Majesty's  gracious  Per- 
mission and  Direction  that  the  Accounts  thereof  are  always 
to  be  laid  before  you.  And  to  the  End  that  the  Arms  already 
in  the  Country  or  hereafter  to  be  purchased  for  the  Defence 
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l.  h.  j.  thereof  may  be  better  preserved  and  kept  ready  fixt  upon  all 
1  ' 4I  Occasions  of  Service  her  Majesty  commands  me  to  recom- 
mend to  your  Care  and  Consideration  that  fit  Store  Houses 
be  settled  throughout  the  Province  for  receiving  and  keeping 
the  Arms  Ammunition  and  other  publick  Stores  in  Order  to 
the  better  Administration  of  Justice. 

It  is  her  Majesty's  Pleasure  I  should  recommend  to  you  the 
passing  a  Law  (if  not  already  done)  wherein  shall  be  set  the 
Value  of  Mens  Estates  either  in  Goods  or  Lands  under  which 
they  shall  not  be  capable  of  serving  as  Jurors. 

I  have  it  further  in  Command  from  her  Majesty  to  propose 
an  Act  to  be  passed  in  this  Assembly  whereby  the  Creditors 
of  Persons  becoming  Bankrupts  in  her  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  having  Estates  in  this  Province  may  be  relieved 
and  satisfied  for  the  Debts  owing  them 
p.  432  Gentlemen,  I  think  it  absolutely  necessary  I  should  ac- 
quaint you  that  I  am  strictly  enjoined  by  her  most  Sacred 
Majesty's  Royal  Instructions  not  to  pass  any  Law  or  do  any 
Act  by  Grant  Settlement  or  otherwise  whereby  her  Revenue 
may  be  lessened  or  impaired  without  her  especial  Leave  or 
Command  therein.  I  am  further  to  acquaint  you  that  whereas 
several  Laws  have  of  late  been  passed  in  this  her  Majesty's 
Province  relating  to  protested  Bills  of  Exchange  to  the  Relief 
of  poor  Debtors  &ca  which  Laws  were  injurious  to  the  Prop- 
erty of  her  Subjects  residing  in  Great  Britain ;  and  which 
for  the  Reasons  laid  before  her  Majesty  by  the  Right  Honour- 
able the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Trade  and  Plantations  they 
thought  fit  to  repeal, 

Her  Majesty's  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  for  the  future  I  do 
not  pass  or  give  my  Assent  to  any  Act  of  Assembly  wherein 
the  Property  of  her  Majesty's  Subjects  residing  in  Great 
Britain  shall  be  any  ways  concerned  unless  there  be  an  express 
Provisoe  in  the  said  Law  that  the  same  shall  not  be  in  force  in 
this  Province  till  after  the  Expiration  of  Eighteen  Months  in 
Time  of  War  and  twelve  Months  in  Time  of  Peace;  to  the 
End  her  Majesty's  Pleasure  may  be  known  upon  such  Law 
before  it  be  put  in  Execution  here.

as  our  Circumstances  will  admit  by  several  Acts  of  Assembly 
of  this  Province  and  more  particularly  by  an  Act  entituled  an 
Act  for  the  Service  of  Almighty  God  and  Establishment  of 
Religion  in  this  Province  according  to  the  Church  of  England 
&ca  We  also  beg  Leave  to  acquaint  your  Excy  that  we  are 
humbly  of  Opinion  that  there  are  sufficient  Laws  already  pro- 
vided for  the  Punishment  and  Discouragement  of  all  Drunken- 
ness, Debauchery,  Swearing  and  Blasphemy  if  put  in  due 
Execution  by  the  several  Majestrates  of  this  Province  And  we 
assure  your  Excy  this  House  will  at  all  Times  be  very  thankful 
to  your  Excy  if  upon  just  Complaint  you  do  remove  any  Justice 
of  Peace  that  shall  fail  in  his  Duty  therein  or  commit  any 
Breach  of  them,  and  are  assured  that  your  Excy's  Declaration 
thereon  and  good  Example  (of  which  we  cannot  nor  have  the 
least  Grounds  to  doubt)  will  very  much  tend  to  effect  what 
your  Excy  and  we  so  much  desire. 

We  likewise  are  with  Submission  to  acquaint  your  Excy  that 
(sincerely  acknowledging  the  most  Princely  and  tender  Regard 
Mercy  and  Moderation  of  her  Majesty  towards  all  her  Sub- 
jects and  all  others  seeking  Refuge  in  her  Kingdoms  and 
Dominions)  there  is  a  Law  already  made  for  restraining 
Severities  to  Servants  by  Masters  or  Overseers  which  is  enti- 
tuled an  Act  relating  to  Servants  and  Slaves  whereby  the 
Justices  of  the  Provl  or  County  Courts  of  this  Province  are 
impowered  in  a  summary  Manner  to  hear  and  determine 
Complaints  between  Masters  and  Servants  by  Way  of  Petition 
to  give  Judgment  and  award  Execution ;  but  we  intend  to 
inspect  into  the  same  and  if  we  find  or  are  informed  by  your 
Excy  that  it  is  any  ways  deficient  shall  revise  and  amend  it. 
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l.  h.  j.  We  further  represent  to  your  Excy  that  a  sufficient  and  Chari- 
Llb-  4I  table  Provision  is  already  made  by  several  Acts  of  Assembly 
of  this  Province  for  the  Support  of  such  Persons  as  are  Objects 
of  Charity  whereby  the  Justices  of  the  several  County  Courts 
of  this  Province  who  are  the  Assessors  of  the  several  County 
Levies  are  impowered  to  allow  them  a  reasonable  Support. 
And  we  find  that  Vagabonds  are  so  much  discountenanced 
by  them  that  we  are  troubled  with  few  or  none  such.     We 
further  beg  Leave  to  assure  your  Excy  that  we  always  have 
p-  437  and  shall  be  ready  to  raise  such  Supplies  from  Time  to  Time 
as  may  be  sufficient  for  the  defraying  the  necessary  Charge  of 
this  Province ;  and  it  is  our  firm  Resolution  that  nothing  shall 
be  wanting  in  us  necessary  to  obviate  any  Emergency  that 
may  happen,  having  the  Assurance  of  her  Majesty's  Favour 
and  Permission  that  we  may  at  any  Time  enquire  and  examine 
how  such  Supplies  are  applied  with  your  Excys  Permission. 
We  beg  Leave  to  assure  your  Excy  that  some  Provision  is 
already  made  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Arms  already  pro- 
vided for  the  Defence  of  this  Province  and  that  we  shall  be 
ready  to  make  any  farther  Provision  that  shall  be  thought 
necessary;  and  we  cannot  be  so  much  wanting  to  ourselves 
as  not  to  own  her  Sacred  Majesty's  Princely  Regard  of  us  in 
recommending  this  particular;  a  Thing  that  so  nearly  concerns 
us,  to  your  Excy  as  part  of  your  Instructions  it  being  our 
Desire  and  should  be  of  all  they  that  love  the  Preservation  of 
Liberty  and  Property  to  live  under  her  auspicious  and  pious 
Governm1  so  long  as  God  will  permit.     We  also  humbly  de- 
sire that  your  Excy  will  please  to  be  informed  that  there  is 
such  Provision  already  made  for  the  summoning  of  Jurors  in 
Order  for  the  Administration  of  Justice  as  far  as  the  Circum- 
stances of  the  People  of  this  Province  will  at  present  admit  of 
by  an  Act  entituled  an  Act  for  causing  Grand  and  Petit  Jurors 
and  Witnesses  to  come  to  the  Provincial  and  County  Courts;

Also  it  was  then 
Reported  to  and  Resolved  by  the  said  House  as  an  Aggriev- 
ance that  Places  of  Trust  and  Profit  especially  the  Sheriff's 
Office  had  been  sold  to  such  Persons  as  would  give  most 
money  or  Tobacco  for  them  whereby  several  Persons  have 
been  commissionated  that  are  very  uncapable  and  not  qualified 
and  of  too  mean  Capacity  and  Estate  to  execute  and  perform 
their  Duties  and  Offices  and  the  Inhabitants  much  hereby 
aggrieved  and  oppressed  and  very  slender  security  given  for 
performing  their  Offices  whereby  great  Losses  had  and  then 
were  likely  to  happen  to  her  Majesty's  Subjects  within  this 
Province.

That  he  is  slack  and  very  dilatory  in  Payments  and  refuses  to 
accept  Notes  drawn  upon  him  by  those  that  have  publick 
Allowances  in  his  Hands  unless  he  has  a  Salary  or  Gratuity 
for  so  doing  which  no  other  Sheriff  in  Maryland  has  ever  yet 
been  known  to  scruple  and  has  generally  made  those  con- 
cerned with  him  for  Tobacco  so  uneasy  in  his  Payments  that 
the  Price  of  all  publick  or  County  Allowances  of  Tobacco  in 
his  Hands  has  been  much  lessened  to  the  great  Damage  of 
all  the  Inhabitants  especially  of  the  poor  Petitioners  That  tho' 
the  Act  of  Assembly  limits  the  Continuances  of  Sheriffs  for 
3  years  and  no  longer  yet  by  such  clandestine  secret  under- 
hand Practices  the  same  *pson  continues  Sheriff  in  all  Respects 
but  Title  for  many  years  together  and  by  that  means  continues 
his  uneasinesses  to  the  People.

ACTS. 

At  a  Session  of  Assembly  begun  and  held  in  the  City  of 
Annapolis,  in  the  County  of  Ann  Arundel,  the  2d  Day  of  June, 
and  ended  the  3d  Day  of  July,  in  the  13th  Year  of  the  Reign  of 
our  Sovereign  Lady  Anne,  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  France 
and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  etc.,  Annoq.  Domini  1714, 
were  Enacted  the  Laws  following. 

John  Hart,  Esq.,  Governor. 

An  Act  for  Relieving  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  from  Bacon 
some  Aggrievances  in  the  Prosecution  of  Suits  at  Law. 

Whereas  during  the  late  long  and  expensive  War,  her 
Majesty's  good  Subjects  ol  this  Province  have  greatly  suffered, 
any  many  of  them  have  been  utterly  ruined,  not  only  by 
Losses  at  Sea  of  their  Tobaccoes  (which  is  their  only  Staple 
Manufacture)  being  taken  by  the  Enemy,  but  also  by  the 
European  Markets  being  shut  up,  by  Reason  of  the  Export  to 
France  and  Spain  in  great  Measure  prohibited,  so  that  very 
many  honest  and  industrious  Planters,  her  Majesty's  Subjects 
here,  by  the  very  Charges  of  necessary  Clothing  and  Tools 
for  themselves  and  Families,  are  become  vastly  indebted ;  and 
no  Prospect  as  yet  appearing  of  any  Means  whereby  they 
may  extricate  themselves  out  of  their  miserable  and  deplora- 
ble Circumstances,  which  are  very  much  heightened  and  ag- 
gravated by  their  being  sued  and  brought  to  Annapolis  from 
the  remotest  Parts  of  this  Province,  to  their  manifest  Oppres- 
sion and  Impoverishment:  So  that  many  of  the  good  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  Province  daily  desert  their  Habitations,  and  remove 
themselves  to  Plantations  and  Colonies  where  they  are  far  less 
Serviceable  to  her  sacred  Majesty,  and  her  Revenue  of  Cus- 
toms of  Tobacco;  which  calls  for  some  speedy  and  proper 
Remedy  to  be  applied  thereto,  Wherefore  this  present  Gen- 
eral Assembly  humbly  Supplicate  her  most  sacred  Majesty, 
that  it  may  be  Enacted; 

II.  And  be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Maj- 
esty, by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  ot  her  Majesty's 
Governor,  Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the 
Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  End  of  this 
present  Session  of  Assembly,  all  Persons  whatsoever,  residing, 
negociating  or  trading  to  or  within  this  Province,  having  any 
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Bacon  personal  Claim  or  Demand  against  any  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Province,  wherein  the  original  Debt  or  Damages  do  not  exceed 
the  Value  of  Twenty  Pounds  Sterling,  or  Five  Thousand 
Pounds  of  Tobacco,  shall  (by  virtue  of  this  Act)  be  obliged  to 
sue  and  implead  their  several  and  respective  Debtors  in  the 
several  and  respective  County  Courts  where  such  their  Debtors 
inhabit  and  reside,  and  not  elsewhere;  on  Penalty  of  suffering 
a  Non-Suit,  and  paying  the  Defendant  his  reasonable  Charges, 
to  be  adjudged  by  the  Justices  of  any  other  Court  wherein 
they  shall  be  sued  and  impleaded;  any  Law,  Statute,  Usage, 
or  Custom,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

III.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority  aforesaid, 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  where 
any  Debt  or  Damages  is  demanded,  by  virtue  of  any  Bond, 
or  Writing  Obligatory,  the  Penalty  of  such  Bond  shall  not, 
although  it  exceed  Twenty  Pounds  in  Money,  or  Five  Thou- 
sand Pounds  of  Tobacco,  entitle  any  Plaintiff  to  bring  his 
Action  in  any  Court  but  the  County  Court,  unless  the  real 
Sum  in  the  Condition  of  such  Bond  amounts  to  Twenty 
Pounds,  or  Five  Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco;  any  thing  in 
this  Act,  or  any  other  Statute,  Law,  Custom,  or  Usage,  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

IV.  Provided  always,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  extend, 
or  be  construed  to  extend,  to  debar  or  hinder  any  Person 
from  bringing  his  Action  in  the  Provincial  or  Superior  Court, 
on  any  Covenant,  or  any  Bond  for  the  Performance  of  Cove- 
nants, or  for  the  Performance  or  Sufferance  of  any  Act  or 
Acts,  Thing  or  Things  whatsoever,  although  the  real  Damages 
or  Sum  recovered  be  less  than  Twenty  Pounds  Sterling,  or 
Five  Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  and  so  as  the  Penalty  of 
such  Bond  for  the  Performance  of  Covenants,  or  Performance 
or  Sufferance  of  any  other  Matter  or  Thing  whatsoever,  exceed 
Twenty  Pounds  in  Money,  or  Five  Thousand  Pounds  of 
Tobacco.  But  no  Bond  for  Payment  or  Performance  of  any 
Bill  of  Exchange,  shall  be  prosecuted  in  any  Court  but  the 
County  Court,  unless  the  original  or  principal  Sum  mentioned 
in  such  Bill  of  Exchange,  and  due  on  the  same  protested,  shall 
amount  to  Twenty  Pounds  Sterling;  any  thing  in  this  Act,  or 
any  other  Statute,  Law,  Use,  or  Custom,  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

V.  And  whereas  the  Justices  of  the  several  County  Courts 
of  this  Province,  by  their  Commission,  cannot  hold  Plea  or 
Cognizance  of  any  Sum  above  One  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling, 
or  Thirty  Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  and  that  it  often 
happens  that  several  Persons,  Inhabitants  of  this  Province 
have  Occasion  to  sue  their  several  Debtors,  likewise  Inhabi- 
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tants  as  aforesaid,  on>  Bills,  Bonds,  or  other  Specialties;  and  Bacc 
that  the  penal  or  principal  Sum  for  which  such  Bill,  Bond,  or 
Specialty  was  passed,  does  exceed  One  Hundred  Pounds 
Sterling,  or  Thirty  Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  on  which 
Bill,  Bond,  or  other  Specialty  a  Sum  under  Twenty  Pounds 
Sterling,  or  Five  Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco  remains  due; 
so  that  the  Plaintiff  putting  such  Bill,  Bond,  or  other  Specialty 
in  Suit  in  the  Provincial  Court,  must,  by  virtue  of  this  Act  be 
Non-suit,  and  the  Justices  of  the  County  Court,  by  their  Com- 
mission not  able  to  hold  Cognizance  of  the  same;  by  Means 
whereof  the  Party  having  Occasion  to  put  such  Bill,  Bond,  or 
other  Specialty  in  Suit,  was  heretofore  without  Remedy:  For 
Prevention  whereof  for  the  future,  and  that  there  may  not  be 
a  Failure  of  Justice  in  such  Case;  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the 
Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and 
Consent  of  her  Majesty's  Governor,  Council  and  Assembly  of 
this  Province,  and  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  every 
Person  or  Persons,  Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  shall  and  may 
hereafter  sue  and  implead,  in  any  County  Court  of  this  Prov- 
ince, where  the  Debtors  reside,  any  Person  or  Persons,  In- 
habitants as  aforesaid,  their  Debtors,  on  any  Bill,  Bond,  or 
other  Specialty,  the  principal  or  penal  Sum  whereof  exceeds 
One  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  or  Thirty  Thousand  Pounds 
of  Tobacco;  and  on  which  Bill,  Bond,  or  other  Specialty,  there 
is  not  due  to  Ballance  above  Twenty  Pounds  Sterling,  or  Five 
Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  but  shall  be  above  the  Sum  of 
Two  Hundred  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  or  Sixteen  Shillings  and 
Eight-pence  Current  Money;  and  the  several  Justices  of  the 
County  Courts  are  hereby  impowered  to  hold  Cognizance  of 
such  Suit  brought  on  such  Bill,  Bond,  or  other  Specialty,  and 
give  Judgment  for  the  just  Ballance,  with  Costs  of  Suit;  their 
Commission,  any  Law,  Usage  or  Custom,  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice 
and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  from  and  after  the  End  of  this 
present  Session  of  Assembly,  if  any  Drawer  or  Indorser  of 
any  Bill  of  Exchange,  shall  be  sued  or  prosecuted,  in  any 
Court  of  this  Province,  for  any  Sum  of  Money  due  upon  any 
Protested  Bill  of  Exchange,  the  Attorneys,  prosecuting  or 
defending  any  Action  thereupon,  shall  not  exact,  demand, 
receive  or  take  any  more  than  one  lawful  Fee,  for  prosecuting 
or  defending  any  Action  upon  any  one  Protested  Bill,  not- 
withstanding there  be  two  or  more  Indorsers,  and  the  said 
Drawer,  sued  and  prosecuted:  And  that  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  Plaintiff,  in  any  Action  to  be  brought  on  any 
Protested  Bill,  to  put  into  any  one  Writ,  two  or  more  Defend- 
ants residing  in  one  County,  if  Occasion  shall  require;  and 
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Bacon  shall  not  pay  for  the  same  any  other  Fee  or  Reward  than  for 
one  Writ;  and  shall  and  may,  at  his  Election,  Declare  against 
such  Defendants  in  one  or  more  Declarations  as  he  shall 
think  fit;  any  Law,  Statute,  Usage,  or  Custom,  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice 
and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and 
for  the  Defendant,  in  any  Writ  issued,  or  to  be  issued  out  of 
the  Provincial  Court,  after  Arrest,  and  Bail  given  to  the  Sheriff 
for  his  Appearance,  and  before  the  Return  of  such  Writ,  to 
go  before  the  President,  or  any  Two  Justices  of  the  County 
Court,  where  such  Defendant  shall  be  Arrested,  with  two 
sufficient  Free-holders,  such  as  the  Justice  or  Justices,  before 
whom  such  Defendant  shall  go,  shall  approve  of;  and  then 
and  there  give  Special  Bail  to  any  Action,  by  virtue  of  such 
Writ:  Which  Bail,  so  taken,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Sheriff 
of  such  County  where  the  same  is  taken,  to  be  by  him  returned 
with  such  Writ  to  the  Provincial  Court.  And  the  said  Bail 
so  taken  and  returned  to  the  Provincial  Court  with  such 
Writ,  shall  be  as  sufficient  as  if  taken  before  the  President  of 
the  County  Court,  after  the  Return  of  the  Writ,  and  Appear- 
ance entered,  according  to  the  Directions  of  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly For  taking  Special  Bail  in  the  County ;  nor  shall  such 
Defendant  be  obliged  to  appear  in  proper  Person,  but  by  his 
Attorney,  if  he  sees  fit;  any  thing  in  the  said  Act,  or  any  Law, 
Statute,  Use,  or  Custom,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

VIII.  Provided  always,  That  this  Act,  or  any  Thing  therein 
contained,  shall  not  extend  to  the  Benefit  or  Advantage  of  any 
Persons  that  shall  abscond  or  fly  from  Justice  in  the  County 
where  they  live;  but  that  such  Persons  may  be  Arrested  in 
any  County  where  ever  they  be  to  be  found. 

IX.  This  Act  to  endure,  from  and  after  this  Session  of 
Assembly,  for  and  during  the  End  of  Three  Years,  and  to  the 
End  of  the  next  Session  of  Assembly  alter  the  Three  Years.

Baskett  An   Act    for  Settling  a  Revenue  on  Her  Majesty's  present 
p.  78(1)      Governor. 

Whereas  Her  most  Sacred  Majesty,  out  of  Her  Royal 
Bounty  and  Princely  Favour,  has  been  pleased  to  constitute 
and  appoint  his  Excellency  John  Hart  Esq:  Her  Captain 
General  and  Chief  Governor  in  and  over  this  Her  Province 
of  Maryland,  to  whom  we,  Her  Majesty's  most  Loyal  Sub- 
jects, yield  all  due  Obedience,  as  by  Her  Royal  Commission 
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we  are  obliged:  And  the  better  to  demonstrate  our  most  Baskett 
humble  Gratitude,  and  to  shew  the  good  Respects  we  have 
for  and  towards  the  said  John  Hart  Esq;  our  present  Gov- 
ernor, and  the  great  Hopes  and  Expectation  we  have  of  his 
Excellency's  good  Government  over  us,  we  most  humbly 
pray,  that  it  may  be  Enacted;  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the 
Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and 
Consent  of  Her  Majesty's  Governor,  Council,  and  Assembly 
of  this  Province,  and  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  an  Im- 
position of  Three  Pence  Sterling,  per  Hogshead,  over  and 
above  the  One  Shilling  per  Hogshead,  heretofore  Granted,  for

Heirs  or  Successors,  for  the  Use  and  better  Maintenance  of 
Her  Majesty's  said  Governor,  John  Hart  Esq;  during  his 
Government  in  and  over  this  Province,  and  no  longer,  it  Her 
Majesty  shall  be  so  Graciously  pleased,  by  the  Master  of  every 
Ship  or  Vessel,  or  other  Person  trading  into,  or  living  in  this 
Province,  in  Sterling  Money  of  Great  Britain,  or  Bills  of  Ex- 
change, at  the  Election  and  Choice  of  the  said  Master  or 
others,  to  be  collected  by  the  Naval  Officer  of  the  Port  or 
District  where  such  Ship  or  Vessel  shall  enter,  or  such  other 
Persons  as  his  Excellency  shall  think  fit. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  and  Declared  by  the  Authority 
aforesaid,  That  if  any  Tobacco  should,  by  any  Casual  Means 
be  lost  after  the  Imposition  paid,  that  then  and  in  all  such 
Cases,  the  Owner  or  Freignter  of  all  such  Tobaccoes  shall 
have  free  Liberty  to  freight  and  ship  off  the  like  Quantity 
again  without  paying  the  Additional  lhree  Pence. 

This  Act  to  endure  so  long  as  the  said  John  Hart  Esq: 
shall  continue  Governor  in  and  over  this  Province,  and  no 
longer.

An  Act  laying  an  Imposition  of  Three  Pence  per  Hogshead  p.  77  (2) 
on  Tobacco,  for  Defraying  the  Public  Charge  of  this  Province. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  Her  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernor, Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the  Au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  End  of  this  Ses- 
sion of  Assembly,  a  Duty  or  Imposition  of  Three  Pence 
Seeding  for  every  Hogshead  of  Tobacco,  and  the  like  Duty 
for   every    Five   hundred  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  contained  in 
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Baskett  Chest,  Box,  or  Case,  on  all  Tobacco  that  shall  be  exported 
out  of  this  Province,  by  Land  or  by  Water,  be  raised,  levied, 
and  paid  to  Her  Majesty,  towards  the  Defraying  the  Publick 
Charge  of  this  Province,  by  all  Masters  of  Ships,  and  other 
Vessels  trading  into  this  Province,  in  Money  Sterling  of  Great 
Britain,  or  by  good  and  sufficient  Bills  of  Exchange  to  be 
collected  by  the  Naval  Officers  of  the  Port  or  District,  where 
such  Ship  or  Vessel  shall  clear;  and  the  said  Naval  Officers 
are  directed  and  required  by  this  Act  to  receive  the  same  in 
Money  Sterling  of  Great  Britain,  or  by  good  and  sufficient 
Bills  of  Exchange  accordingly:  And  the  said  Naval  Officers 
shall  account  and  pay  for  the  said  Imposition  of  Three  Pence 
per  Hogshead,  and  the  Three  Pence  for  every  Five  hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco,  contained  as  above,  in  Money  Sterling, 
as  aforesaid,  or  such  Bills  of  Exchange,  to  the  Treasurers  of 
this  Province,  who  are  hereby  required  to  render  an  Account 
thereof,  and  pay  the  same  in  Money  Sterling,  as  aforesaid,  or 
such  Bills  of  Exchange,  to  the  General  Assembly;  Any  Law, 
Statute,  or  Usage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  the  said 
Imposition  of  Three  Pence  per  Hogshead,  and  Three  Pence 
for  every  Five  Hundred  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  contained  as 
abovesaid,  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
this  Province  towards  the  paying  the  Publick  Charge  thereof, 
and  to  no  other  Use  whatsoever. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  and  Declared  by  the  Authority 
aforesaid,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid, 
That  if  any  Tobacco  should  by  any  Casual  Means  be  lost 
after  the  Imposition  paid,  that  then  and  in  all  such  Cases  the 
Owner  or  Freighter  of  all  such  Tobacco  shall  have  free 
Liberty  to  freight  and  ship  off  the  like  Quantity  again,  without 
paying  the  said  Imposition. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  One  Act  of 
Assembly,  begun  and  held  at  the  Town  and  Port  of  Annapolis 
the  Fifth  Day  of  September,  Anno  Dom'  One  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  four,  Intituled,  An  Act  for  laying  an  Impo- 
sition of  Three  Pence  per  Hogshead  on  Tobacco,  for  Defray- 
ing the  Publick  Charge  of  this  Province,  and  every  Article, 
Clause,  Matter,  and  Thing  therein  contained,  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  utterly  Repealed  and  made  Void :  And  this  present 
Act  to  be  and  endure  in  full  Force  and  Strength  for  the  Term 
of  Three  Years,  and  to  the  End  of  the  next  Session  of  Assem- 
bly after  the  Three  Years.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  Her  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernor, Council,  and  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  the  Au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  the  abovementioned  Act,  Intituled, 
An  Act  for  the  Limitation  of  Officers  Fees,  made  at  a  Session 
of  Assembly,  begun  and  held  at  the  Port  of  Annapolis  the 
Fifth  Day  of  December,  Anno  Dom'  Seventeen  hundred  and 
four;  and  also  the  abovementioned  Act,  Intituled,  An  Act 
explaining  some  doubtful  Expressions  in  the  Act  for  Limita- 
tion of  Officers  Fees,  made  at  a  Session  of  Assembly,  begun 
and  held  at  the  Town  and  Port  of  Annapolis  the  Twenty  sixth 
Day  of  March,  Anno  Dom'  Seventeen  hundred  and  Seven,  be 
and  are  hereby  Revived  and  Continued  in  full  Force  and 
Strength,  from  and  after  this  present  Session  of  Assembly, 
for  and  during  Three  Years,  and  to  the  End  of  the  next  Ses- 
sion of  Assembly  that  shall  first  happen  after  the  Three  Years. 

And  whereas  the  Imprisonment  Fee  of  Twenty  Pounds  of 
Tobacco,  limited  for  Sheriffs  in  the  afore  recited  Act  for  Limi- 
tation of  Officers  Fees,  is  found  to  be  extravagant,  and  a  great 
Oppression  to  the  Poor  of  this  Province;  Be  it  further  Enacted 
by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Con- 
sent aforesaid,  That  the  Sheriffs  of  the  several  and  respective 
Counties  of  this  Province  shall  receive,  as  a  Fee  for  keeping 
a  Prisoner  in  Custody,  and  finding  him  Victuals,  the  Sum  of 
Twenty  Pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Day,  during  the  First  Month's 
Imprisonment,  and  Ten  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  and  no  more,  for 
every  Days  Imprisonment  and  Victualing  after  the  End  of  the 
First  Month's  Imprisonment;  Anything  in  the  recited  Acts, or 
any  Law,  Usage,  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  whereas  also  there  have  been  several  Fees  allowed  to 
the  Officers  by  Her  Majesty's  Governor  and  Council  for  sun- 
dry Services  not  provided  for  by  the  before  recited  Acts;  Be 
it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and  Consent 
aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  several 
Sheriffs  of  this  Province,  to  take  the  Fees  hereafter  mentioned 
for  the  Services  following  (Viz.)

Pounds  of  Tobacco. 

For  Serving  an  Ejectment,  One  hundred  Pounds  of  Tobacco. 
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Baskett  For  Electing  Burgesses  (if  a  whole  Election)  Fifteen  hun- 
dred Pounds  of  Tobacco,  and  so,  pro  rata,  for  One  or  more. 

For  Serving  a  Replevin,  the  same  as  is  allowed  by  the 
aforesaid  Acts  for  an  Execution. 

And  also  that  the  several  Sheriffs  be  paid  the  like  Fees  by 
convicted  Criminals,  as  are  paid  them  by  any  other  Persons 
for  such  like  Services  in  Civil  Cases,  so  as  none  of  the  Coun- 
ties shall  be  chargeable  with  any  such  Fees;  and  that  the 
above  mentioned  Fees,  and  also  all  such  Fees  as  shall  be 
allowed  by  Her  Majesty's  Honourable  Council  here,  to  their 
Clerk  in  Assembly;  and  also  all  such  Fees  as  shall  be  allowed 
by  the  House  of  Delegates  of  this  Province,  to  the  Speaker 
and  Clerk  thereof,  shall  be  levied  by  way  of  Execution,  after 
the  same  Manner  as  is  directed  by  the  before  recited  Act  for 
Levying  the  several  Fees  therein  allowed  to  the  several  Offi- 
cers therein  mentioned.  And  in  case  any  of  the  Officers 
mentioned  in  this  Act  shall  in  any  wise  act  or  do  contrary, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  this  or  the  aforesaid  Act,  he  or  they 
so  offending  shall  suffer  the  same  Pains,  Penalties,  and  For- 
feitures, as  in  the  said  Act  for  Limitation  of  Officers  Fees  are 
directed  to  be  recovered  and  applied,  as  therein  is  directed. 

And  forasmuch  as  it  is  represented  to  this  General  Assem- 
bly, That  great  Inconveniencies  and  Oppressions  have  been 
imposed  upon  several  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  by 
reason  several  of  the  Sheriffs  of  the  several  Counties  within 
this  Province  do  frequently  keep  Ordinaries  or  Houses  of 
Entertainment,  and  sell  Drink  by  Retail,  to  the  great  Damage 
of  such  Persons  as  have  Occasion  to  repair  to  their  Offices; 
Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  by  and 
with  the  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  no  Sheriff  within 
this  Province,  shall  for  the  future  presume,  either  by  himself 
or  any  other  Person,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  or  under  him, 
to  keep  an  Ordinary  or  House  of  Entertainment,  or  sell 
Liquors  by  Retail,  during  his  Continuance  in  such  his  Office, 
on  Pain  of  being  disabled  to  execute  the  same,  during  the 
Term  of  Three  Years. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  and  with  the  Authority. 
Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  all  Attornies  practising 
in  the  several  County  Courts  of  this  Province,  shall  have  for 
their  Fee  in  any  Cause,  where  the  real  Debt  sued  for,  or  the 
Balance  recovered,  exceeds  the  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds  Sterling, 
or  Two  thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  the  Sum  of  Two  hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco;  and  that  any  Attorney  practising  in  the 
said  Courts,  that  shall  refuse  to  prosecute  or  defend  the  Cause 
of  any  Person  or  Persons  making  Application  to  him  (unless 
before  retained)  having  the  said  Fee  paid,  or  secured  to  be 
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paid  to  him,  or  that  shall  ask  receive,  or  demand  in  any  such  Baskett 
Action,  by  any  Colour  or  Pretext  whatsoever,  more  than  the 
said  Fee,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Five  hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco;  One  Half  thereof  to  our  Sovereign  Lady 
the  Queen,  for  the  Support  of  the  Government,  the  other 
Half  to  him  or  them  that  will  sue  for  the  same,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  Action  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information,  wherein 
no  Essoign,  Protection,  or  Wager  of  Law  to  be  allowed;  and 
upon  Conviction  thereof  to  be  suspended  his  Practice  in  the 
said  Court,  for  and  during  One  whole  Year.

This  Custom  is  not  only  destructive  to  Navigation  but  a 
Slavish  Labour  unworthy  of  the  native  Liberty  of  Englishmen. 
The  many  Law  Suits  that  are  occasioned  by  the  Uncertainty 
of  the  Bounds  and  Limits  of  your  Land  calls  for  an  immediate 
Remedy  to  so  great  and  growing  an  Evil.  Providence  in  his 
Bounty  has  blessed  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  with  a 
numerous  Issue  but  it  is  a  deplorable  Reflection  that  no  better 
Provision  is  made  for  the  Education  of  your  Youth,  there 
being  but  a  slender  Support  for  one  School  on  the  Western 
and  none  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  this  so  wide  a  Bay.
